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PLANS GF CUBAN LIBERATORS 


A GREAT UPRISING TO TAKE 
PLAGE EARLY IN JUNE. 





The Message Received from a Revolution- 
ary Leader on the Island—Ali the Ar- 
rangements Said to be Complete—Ex- 
peditions Expected from Vera Cruz, 
Tampico, Key West, Mobile, and New- 
York—Spanish Reports that All the In- 
surgents Have Now Surrendered. 


San ANTONIO, Texas, May 5.—Rafael 
Diaz, a wealthy Cuban merchant here, re- 
ceived a letter to-day from one of the lead- 
ers of the revolutionary party in Cuba, in 
which he stated that all arrangements are 
complete for a great uprising of the Cubans 
against Spanish rule the first week of June. 
Expeditious have been fitted out in Vera 
Graz and Tampico, Mexico; Key West, 
Fla,.; Mobile, Ala., and New-York. 

Mr. Diaz stated to the correspondent that 
there are 500,000 Cubans in the United 
States, and that every one of them has en- 

listed in the movement to free their native 
island. Mr. Diaz said: 

“T amin constant correspondence with 
the leaders of the revolution, and am sure 
that we will be victorious. We have all 
the money, arms, and ammunition we 
need.” 

Havana, May 5.—Advices from all parts 
the island, and more particularly from 
€ @riental Province, the scene of the 
recent uprising, show that tranquillity pre- 
yails every where. 

~ Maprip, May 5.—It is announced of- 

" ficially that the rest of the Cuban insur- 
gents have surrendered. 

A Havana correspondent says: 

“The authorities here were warned long 
in advance of the preparations for the up- 
rising, but paid small attention to the mat- 
ter. When the uprising came they lost 
their heads. The panic among the author- 
ities increased the general alarm and gave 
rise to gross exaggerations of the strength 
of the insurgents. The whole band num- 
bered only thirty-three. All Liberal Cuba 
disapproved of the movement. 

“ The Chairman of the Autonomist Party 
cotimittees strove to induce the Sartorius 
Brothers to abandon the uprising, for they 
regarded it as pure madness.” 

The Madrid newspapers complain of the 
liberty allowed to the exiled Cubans at 
Key West, but do not abuse the American 
Government. The news of the Key West 
demonstration has been published side by 
side with the satisfactory declarations of 
the American Minister, and therewith the 
diplomatic: incident seems to have been 
closed so far as popular interest is con- 
cerned. There has been no discussion of 
the international question in Parliament. 
The comments of the pressare-now devoted 
to urging on the Government the necessity 
of preventing further uprisings by radical 
reforms of the extremely defective and 
corrupt administration in Cuba. 

The repression of the rebellion has been 
followed by manifestations of satisfaction 
throughout the kingdom. The Government 
will take steps soon to render the troops 
in Cuba more efficient and to strengthen 
the coast guard. The administrative re 
forms contemplated by the royal Govern- 
ment are such as will be likely to coneili- 
ate the Cubans. 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—The report cabled 
from Madrid that the Spanish Government 
‘had protested to the United States Minis- 
ter in Madrid against the alleged careless- 
ness of the United States in not preventing 
filibustering expeditions from leaving this 
country for Cuba, cannot be confirmed at

MONEY RAISED FOR THE CAUSE. 


Cubans Wild with{Enthusiasm at Their 
* Meeting in Hardman Hall. 


The Cubans of this city held an enthusi- 
astic meeting last evening, under the au- 
spices of the Cuaan revolutionary party, at 
Hardman Hall, Nineteeth Street and Fifth 
Avenue. Juan Fraga of the Revolutionary 
Council was elected Chairman, and opened 
the meeting with the remark that these 
were times for action, and not for mere 
rhetorical phrases. 

This appeal to the patriotism of the audi- 
ence, which numbered more than 700, was 
magnetic, and they broké out into cheers 
The Chairman said that Cubans living in 
this country should remember that the 
laws must be strictly observed. He read a 
telegram from the President of the Cuban 
clubs in Key West stating that $20,000 
had been raised during the day among the 
Cubans there for the revolution. 

Enrique Trujillo, the editor of Zl Parve- 

nir, said: 

“ We have lived in exile many years, and dur- 
ing wil these years the Cnban immigrants here 
dave maintained Cuban dignity. We see here 
in this harbor the Statue of Liberty; we have 
witnessed the annual and centennial belebra- 
tions of the Independence of the United States, 
but we could not enter into all the spirit of re- 
joicing of the people of the United States, be- 
cause We mourn the 6nsiavement of our bo- 
loved country. Now, however, we see an op- 
portunity of freeing beautiiul “Cuba, of seeing 
pur flag floatover a hew republic and of ge- 
turning home ourselves. Cuba forever!” 

_**Cuba forever!” was re-echoed in thun- 
dering tones from 700 men who now wildly 

wayed their hats in the air. 

Estrada Palma, the last President of the 
Cuban Republic, was greeted with cheers 
as he rose to speak of the glorious deeds of 


the heroes and martyrs who had fought 
and bled and died in the last effort to free 
Cuba , 

Benjamin J. Guerra, the General Treas- 
urer of the revolutionary party, said: 


“FELLOW-CoUNTRYMEN: The situation infour 
country is critical. We know that there were 
many bodies of men that were ready to strike 
for treedom, for we were in cloae communica- 
tion with them. We saw they were impatient 
to strike, and a did all that it could to 
retard vhe flow until the entire island could rise 
poe gee 

* But, notwithstanding all our efforts, our 
fears were realized. There has been a partial 
epeisins. and this has thrust upon our party 
the duty of supporting and pushing forward the 
movement. A group of Cubans has unfurled 
our fiag of liberty, and we shell do our utmost 
tofkeep it floating over our beloved Fatherland, 
over a free republic, 

“The Cuban revolution party, in the fulfill- 
ment of its duty, comes forward to-night and 
call upon all Cubans of New-York to help us to 
eave our country.”

JUDGE HERRIOK SPEAKS AGAIN. 


Warned that He Was to be Attacked by 
His Enemies. 


ALBANY, May 5.—Judge Herrick. this 
afternoon handed down a decision in the 
application for a stay of proceedings in the 
Argus case. He decided that a stay of pro- 
ceedings was reauired because of the im- 
portant legal questions involved. In one 
of the questions raised he said that he had 
held contrary to Judge Parker, and so had 
another Justice in other cases. In refer- 
ence to the affidavit made by W. M. Speer 
as to his hearing the case, he said: 

“The ciroumstances attending the presenta- 
tion of this case renderit proper for me to do 
what I have hitherto refrained from doing, that 
is, to take cognizance of personal attacks made 
upon me and my judicial or apprehended judi- 
cial actions.” 

“Judges are practically helpless to defend 
themselves against vilification and slander. 


Their best if not only real defense is a quiet, 
conscientious discharge of duty, kuowing 
neither friend nor fee in their judicial action, 
which will ultimately satisfy the publio that 
whatever errors they commit are errors of 
ey ones not of intention—that they mean to 
© just to all men. 
‘While this case was pending before Justice 
Parker a message was Drought to me that one 
of the parties to the proceedings desired tho 
matter to come before me in some manner, and 
that then an attack would be made upon me in 
the public press. While the messenger, I 
have no doubt, acted out of friendship, 
et, bearin in mind the fact that a 
ustice of e Supreme Court has already 
nade ab order in one branch of the litigation 
returnable at aspecial term, to be held by me; 
that any appeal in these proceedings would 
necessarily be to the General Term, of which I] 
am @ member; that any application for a stay 
of Bg eycmg = would almost necessarily be 
made to me, these things, taken in connection 
with the sender of the message, satisfy me that 
it Was an attempt to intimidate me and infiu- 
ence my judicial action.. 
“It made it necessary for me to consider any 
application that might be made to mein the 
a. Any other course would have 
mn cowardice, unfitting me for judicial posi- 
tion. Upon the hearing, objections were made 
to my acting in the case, and an affidavit in 
support of the objections was read in open 
court. My response to that affidavit was made 
at the time, and I have nothing to add to it. 
“The objection was overruled, and then leave 
was asked to tile another affidavit without read 
ingitin open court. Permission was granted. 
The affidavit was filed. I glanced atite contents, 
butin the haste of the moment did not cateh 
its full import, or that would also have been 
responded to in open court. None of the natters 
set forth in it, if true, constitute a legal disqual- 
ification. The conversation referred to took 
place before any legal proceedings were com- 
menced or, so faras I knew, contemplated, and 
it ie not pretended that anything was said in re- 
lation to any of the legal questions or matters 
of fact that are in question in these proceedings. 
“Itis claimed, however, I assume, that as a 
matter of judicial propriety I ought not to act, 
because of the political a ersonal interest in 
the matter indicated mn the conversa- 
tion as detailed in the atftidavit The 
attidavit gives a false and distorted ver- 
sion of a conversation had between 
Mr. Speer and myself at my home. I regarded 
both men, Manning and Speer, as = friends, 
and the interview was had with the kindly pur- 
on my part, of seeing if their interests 
could be combined, no one of the Manning in- 
terests haviiig any prior knoWledge of the at- 
tempt on my part. . 
“Every gentleman will determine for himself 
the credit to be given to the statement of a per- 
son who pretends to disclose, in the manner it 
has done in this case, what took place at a 
rivaté interview, held under the circumstances 
isclosed in the affidavit. [It would be unbecom- 
ing my position to say anything further in ref- 
erence to the contents of the affidavit, except to 
say that no pledge of any kind, personal or po- 
litical, was asked by me, and nothing said in 
reference to any matters now in controversy 
before the court. 
“TIregard the whole proceeding as a deliber- 
ate attempt to intimidate me and coerce my 
action. Failing in that, to smirch my reputa- 
tion as a Justice of this court, it leaves me no 
alternative, as there has been none since the 
threat was first conveyed to me, but to hear the 
motion and decide it with such impartiality and 
jJustness as I can regardless of the consequences 
to myself.” 
Judge Herrick further said that if a stay 
were refused and the petitioners Speer, 
Cassidy, and Johnson took possession 0: 
the property, and the appellants, Manning 
and others, succeed in their appeal, he is 
not satistied that the stockholders might 
not be injuriously atfected, and that if the 
judgment is sustained he cannot see how 
the stockholders would be injured by the 
Manning interest remaining in possession 
pending the appeal. He concludes his opin- 
ion: 
“It seems to me that the interests of all 
parties require the earliest possible settlement 
ofthis controversy. The stay of proceedings is 
therefore granted upon condition that the ap- 
pellants stipulate that a pro forma affirmanee 
of the judgment appeal from be taken at 
the next General Term, if the remaining 
Justices of the said General Term consent 
thereto, and that the appeal therefrom be 
placed upon the calendar and noticed for argu- 
ment forthe June term of the Court of Ap- 
peals. All questions of law ond fact that can 
be passed upon by the General Term to be 
argued in the Court ef Appeals. Let an order 
bo entered accordingly.” 


DRIVEN OUT BY FLOODS. 


Sections of Albany Under Water—The 
Mississippi on the Rampage. 








ALBANY, May 5.—The high water drove 
people out of the Delaware and Hudson 
Railroad station to-day. The entire west 
end of the city is under from two to eight 
feet of water. Many business houses can- 
not be reached save by boats, and hotels 
are suffering much inconvenience by the 
water extinguishing fires. 

Because of the rapid rise of the water 
much property could not be removed to 
places of safety. 

NORTHAMPTON, Mass., May 5.—The Con- 
necticut River is higher than it has been 
for nine years. There are 4,000 acres of 
meadow land under water. The road to 
Hadley has been impassable since last 
night. From Hadley nothing breaks the 
surface of the river, which is over half a 
mile across. 

LAWRENCE, Mass., May 5—The water 
in the Merrimac River is nine feet above 
the crest of the dam, and below the Falls 


fourteen feet above the ordinary level. 
Some mills have shut down. 


POTTSVILLE, Penn., May 5.—Nearly all 
the colleries in this region are completely 


drowned out and operations in them sus- 
pended. All danger from the break in the 
Shenandoah dam is now passed as the 
water has been lowered beneath the weak- 
ened part of the dam. 

St. PauL, May 5.—Contrary to the pre- 
diction of the Signal Service officers the 
Mississippi River bas been steadily risiug 
all day, and to-night lacks but an inch of 
fifteen feet. The news from up the river is 
discouraging, a rise of nearly a foot having 
been registered at Sauke Rapids since 8 
o’clock this morning. A relief corps is do- 
ing all it can for the relief of families in 
the submerged districts.

NAVAL ORFIGERS SURPRISED 


THE OOMFORTS OF TRAVEL IW 
AMERIOA DELIGHT THEM. 





They Speed Over the Rails on Their Way 
to Chicago at the Rate of a Mile a 
Minute—Cars Decorated with Flags and 
Flowers, and Tables Laden with the 
Luxuries of the Season — Comparisons 
Between English and American Naval 
Systems—Great Guns Not Desirable. 


Detroit, Mich., May 5.—The special train 
bearing the distinguished naval guests of 
the New-York Central Road, run under the 
personal direction of J. C. Yager, General 
Superintendent of the Wagner Palace Car 
Company, arrived here this evening, after 
a most interesting and instructive day’s 
outing. 

The original train of seven cars, each 
weighing 80,000 pounds, was augmented 
at Syracuse, N. Y., by the addition of two 
dining cars. When the guests went in to 
breakfast they found the cars tastily and 
beautifully decorated with flags represent- 
ing the nations participating in the expe- 
dition. Each of the tables was adorned 
with choice flowers. It was a source of 
continual wonder to the foreign officers 
that a railroad train could be built con- 
taining so many comforts and luxuries. 

The French officers had amused their 
American brethren very much the evening 
previous by their investigation of the 
upper berths in the sleeping car. These 
were a revelation to them. 

Between Syracuse and Rochester crowds 
gathered at the stations, and now and then 
a cheer was heard as the train rushed by. 
Niagara Falls was reached at 11:15, and 
there Charles W. Miller, who is supposed 
to own all the vehicles of any account in 
the place, was on hand with twenty car- 
riages to drive the party over the State 
Reservation. Everything was new to the 
foreigners, not more than four of them 
ever having been in this part of the coun- 
try before. 

Returning to the cars luncheon was 
served. The menu was printed on thick 
board, with artistic designs in one corner, 
and was inscribed: 

“Wagner Palace Car Company Dining Oar 
Service, via New-York Central. Compliments 
of the New-York Central and Michigan Central 
Railroads to the Visiting Officers of the Colum- 
bian Review Fleet, en route to the World’s 
Fair.”

At Buttalo C. A. Carscaddin, Traveling 
Passenger Agent of the Michigan Central 
Road, joined the party to accompany it to 
its destination, and here was attached the 
biggest engine in passenger service in the 
United States, No. 448, which weighs 105 


tons. 

Between St. Thomas and Detroit this 
engine hauled its heavy load at the rate of 
amileaminute without an effort, to the 
great delight of the passengers. Here an 
additional sleeper was attached to the 
train, thus insuring to every passenger a 
section or a stateroom to himself. 

Including the newspaper men the guests 
numbered seventy-five, and all have ex- 
pressed the greatest admiration for the 
thorough and handsome way in which 
Superintendent Yager has handled the ex- 
pedition.

One of the officers of the English fleet 
said to the correspondent of Tuk Nrw- 
York TIMES: 

“ The methods of the English and Ameri- 
can Navies are radically different. The 
—— Navy is built up solely and purely 
of Englishmen. lt séems to be and it 
seems to have been the policy of the Gov- 
ernment of the last two or three centuries 
to keep the navy distinctively English. In 
order to do this it has been necessary to 
— the patriotism of the English 
yout 

“We take boys between the ages of 
fifteen and sixteen years and keep them 
two years in training ships. At the age 
of eighteen they pass for ordinary seamen. 
After that, if they have been successful, 
they can undergo as soon as they please 
an examination for able seamen. The third 
step is their examination for leading sea- 
men. Whep a young man succeeds in es- 
tablishing his position as a leading seaman, 
the commanding officer of the ee to 
which he has been assigned selects him 
and, if he is meritorious, gives him the 
rating he is entitled to. 

‘For instance, the py officer 
can make him either a second-class ora 
petty officer. If he should happen to be a 
competent man, the commanding oflicer 
may advance him to the position of the 
first class, ora chief of the petty officers. 
Should he wish to become a warrant olflicer, 
he is compelled to pass a special examina- 
tion for the warrant. Then he is rated ac- 
cording to his seniority. 

* One of the advantages of our system is 
that any man below the rank of warrant 
officer may serve until he is thirty years of 
age, when he can take his discharge if he 
isso disposed, But with the ordinary Brit- 
ish seaman who is looking for a pension a 
re-engagement for another ten years is nec- 
essary, thus compelling him to sail until be 
is forty, but he is allowed to leave the serv- 
ice at thirty. Should he re-engage within 
twelve or cighteen months from the time 
of his discharge, he is entitled to all his 
previous service. Many of our men at forty 
are able to retire with a pension of £40 or 
£50 a year for the rest of their‘lives. 

“Should the man take his warrant, he 
may arrive at the length of chief warrant 
officer, and at the age of fifty-five receive 
a pension of from £100 to £200 a year, 
copreacent to $500 or $1,000 a year.

years he receives an extra tuppence a day, 





in addition to other extra allowances for

SHORT WHEAT OROP IN KANSAS. 


Grain Dealers Predict that the State’s 
Showing Will Be Small. - 





Kansas City, Mo., May 5.—From infor- 
mation received to-day from all parts of 
Kansas many of the grain men here give 
up the wheat crop of the State as almost a 
total failure. The rainfall of the past week 
has been slight, and more than half of the 
State has been without rain practically for 
nearly eight months. 

The normal rainfall at Beloit is from 
twenty to thirty inches from August to 
May. This year the precipitation in that 
time has been less than three inches. In 
some western counties the rainfall has 
been still less. 

In the last 150 miles of territory in the 
central west, including Ellis, Gove, Trego, 
Logan, Wallace, Greely, Wichita, Scott, 
Lane, Ness, Rush, Rooks, Graham, Sheri- 
dan, and part of Thomas County, wheat 
lies in the ground unsprouted. 

Even in the central counties, where the 
greater part of the wheat is raised, farm- 
ers have about givén up getting any crop. 
Several conservative shippers from Kansas 


were on ’Change to-day, and they said itis 
doubtful whether enough wheat will be 
raised to seed the State next Fall. 

The majority of grain dealers here have 

ven up expecting more than 30,000,000 

ushels. Many of them estimate the crop 
as low as 20,000,000. ‘The State last year 
raised 75,000,000 bushels. 

So great was the alarm to-day that the 
price of hard wheat for July delivery here 
was advanced 2 cents a bushel on countr 
and local buying. Prices elsewhere ad- 
vanced 1 cent. ansas hard wheat is sell- 
ing now 2 cents below Chicago Spring 
. heat, whereas it ordinarily is 5 to 6 cents 

ower. 


TRAIN WRECKED IN REVENGE. 


Tracks Tampered with—Cars and Engine 
Deep in the Mud. 





Quincy, Ill, May 5.—The fast passenger 
train which left Chicugo at 6 o’clock 
Thursday evening on the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy Road was ditched one. 
mile north of Colchesterabout midnight 
this morning. The fishplates were removed 
from two of the rails, and the whole train 
ran off into the ditch. The train was run- 
ning at the rate of a mile a minute at the 


time, and the engine and five of the six 


coaches in the train were demolished, but 
no one was seriously hurt. 

The track at the place of derailment is 
along the level prairie, and the escape of 
the eighty-nine passengers from death is 
attributed to the soft mud caused by the 
heavy rains The coaches sank in the mud 
above the wheels, and the engine was half 
buried. 

The company suspects the man who re- 
moved the fishplates. It has had trouble 
with him, and his purpose was revenge. 
Three unsuccessful attempts to wreck 
trains had been made previously. 


A MURDERER’S AWFUL CONFESSION. 


Two Hundred and Forty-eight Men Were 
Killed to Destroy Their Testimony. 





DENISON, Texas, May 5.—Sensational develop- 
ments occurred yesterday in the Carlisle-Lur 
trell murder case at Sherman. Late in the 
evening the news became current that Gov. 
Hogg had written to Judge Brown for particu- 
lars in Charles Luttrell’s case, as a pardon had 
been applied for. 

It is known that Luttrell had a conversation 
with ex-Sheriff Mason of Hunt County Wednes- 
day, and as aresult a pardon has been applied 
for. Luttrell gave information concerning the 
butchery of women bere last Spring that will 
probably secure him a reprieve, or possibly a 
commutation of sentence to life imprisonment. 

Through a high official it was learned that 
Charles Luttrell stated that since 1868 James 
Brown, John Carlisle, and friends had killed 
248 men in order to destroy testimony against 
them in a murder case. James Brown, in 1878, 
became involved in a quarrel with a stable 
hand and killed him. John Carlisle was in- 


duced to kill another man named Sparks. Tom 
Sharman, thoir last victim, was an eye witness, 

Brown and Carlisle, being wealthy, started in 
to kill every ovidence against them, and Lut- 
tre)l’s confession is but a glimmer ofthe awful 
reality of this unparalleled series of crimes, 
that cost 248 men their lives. 

Luttrell would not give the names of the 
victims, and said he did not know ull, but they 
would be forthcoming in every instance of the 
killing by this gang. Every eye witness was 
shadowed and killed sooner or later, and all 
who could give circumstantial evidence were 
killed by hired murderers. 

Luttrell is fast weaving a death web around 
Carlisle and others heretofore unsuspected 
while he is bettering his chances for clemency, 
if not for liberty. , 


TARIFF OF OANAL TOLLS, 


New Rates to Prove Favorable to the 





Americin Shippers. 


OtTTrawa, Ontario, May 5.—The new tariff of 
canal tolls in force this season will removo all 
complaints of discrimination against American 
shippers who transport cargoes at Ogdensburg, 
N. Y. 

Last year the obarges on grain transhipped at 
that point were 18 cents perton, whereas grain 
conveyed direct to Montreal for export paid 
only 2 cents, the rebate amounting to 18 cents 
This season there will be a uniform rate of 10 
cents per ton.

THE OLD ARMORY BURNED 


LITTLE LEFT OF THE SEVENTY- 
PIRST’S FORMER HOME.

Several Stores and Edward Callanan’s 
Carriage Warehouse Suffered—Gambling 
Paraphernalia Worth $2,500 Stored in 
the Latter Destroyed—Adjoining Houses 
Damaged—A Woman Overcome by 
Smoke and a Man Robbed—Great Ex- 
citement Over a Fat Man’s Mishap. 


The old Seventy-first Regiment Armory 
building, which extended from Forty- 
fourth to Forty-fifth Streeton the east 
side of Broadway, was completely gutted 
by a fire which started about 5:30 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, ana burned until 
there was nothing left to burn. 

The building was two stories high ou its 
Broadway front, except at the corner of 
Forty-fifth Street, where stood a large 
square tower. It extended back nearly 
200 feet on Forty-fifth Street and 150 feet 
on Forty-fourth Street, adjoining large 
brownstone-front houses on each of the 
side streets, 

On its first floor were many small stores 
fronting on Broadway. In one of these, 
the third from the Forty-fifth Street tower, 
was J. McShane’s plumbing shop, and there 
the fire started. It had evidently smol- 
dered for some time before it broke out, 
and when the flames appeared they shot 
through the store with great rapidity. 

The second story was uséd for storage by 
Edward Callanan, who makes a business 
of repairing fine carriages and always has 
alarge stock of that sort on hand. Be- 
side his usual stock he had recently taken 
for temporary storage a lot of “‘ clubhouse ” 
material belonging to one Traphagen, 
whose faro bank had been raided and 
closed up. This material alone, Mr. Calla- 
nan said, was valued at $2,500. 

When the fire shot up through the light 
ceiling over McShane’s shop it ran the en- 
tire length of the storage roomin a minute. 

Three alarms were rung in quick suecces- 
sion, but by the time the firemen got well 
at work the flames had complete possession 
of the second story of the building, and 
were eating down into the stores in the 
south half on the first floor. 

Adjoining the building on the Forty-fifth 
Street side is a tall brownstone-front occu- 
pied by I. Z. Cazart, who keeps a fashion- 
able boarding house. On the Forty-fourth 
Street side a similar house was occupied by 
Mrs. L. J. Wright, also as a boarding house. 
An alley runs back of the armory build- 
ings, but the flames shot across this and 
attacked the rear piazzas of both these 
houses, and even did some damage to the 
woodwork at the rear of houses two or 
three numbers away. 

When the obstinate character of the 
armory fire was realized the firemen were 
ordered to carry hose up through these ad- 
joining houses to get streams down from 
their roofs. The houses were badly dam- 
aged by water, Mr. Cazart’s loss being set 
at $5,000. 

Very few goods were removed. Sala- 
tion Army warriors, however, who had 
barracks on the Forty-fifth Street side, 
hustled out every scrap of their belongings 
in safety. 

On the second floor, over Mrs. Blakeley’s, 
was the office of the Christian Alliance. 
Soon after the fire started, a young woman 
rushed about excitedly offering $50 to any 
one who would remove from the office a 
desk said to contain securities valued at 
$32,000. Nobody tried to earn the $50, for 
the office was full of fire five minutes after 
the alarm. 

The smoke filled the houses at the rear 
on Forty-fourth and Forty-tifth Streets, 
and Bridget McCue, employed at 157 
Forty-fourth Street, was overcome by 
smoke. 

John J. Scannell, the new President of 
the Fire Board, arrived early. He went to 
the roof of 166 West Forty-fifth Street and 
personally directed the attack on the fire 
at that point. 

During the excitement a man snatched a 
gold watch from the pocket of George 
Lawson and made a dash through the 
crowd. He was caught at Forty-sixth 
Street by Detectives Hayes and Gibbens 
and was taken to the West Forty-seventh 
Street station, where he was recognized as 
Thomas Donohue, an old offender. 

The concerns burned out are those of Mr. 
S. M. Blakeley, the Christian Alliance, 


William McShane, Hoopes & Shipman, Ed- 
ward Callanan, Floyd, Grant Co., the 
Metropolitan Laundry, Adolph Fischer, 
Short & Milburn, and Joseph Oatman. The 
individual losses could not be exactly as- 
certained last night, but are estimated at 
$75,000. The loss on the building was 
about $50,000. 

The site of this armory has been very un- 
fortunate in the matter of fires. This is the 
sixth time it has been the scene of a con- 
siderable contlagration. The last fire was 
about three years ago, when the old armory 
was nearly destroyed. 

Very interested spectators of last night’s 
fire were two fat men who drove upin an 
old-fashioned carriage as close as they 
could get to the building, and sat placidly 
enjoying the spectacle until a hose burst. 
The stream struck one of them and fairly 
hoisted him out of the wagon and dropped 
him to the-street, where he landed on his 
hands and knees amid great excitement. 





Daniel E. Donovan Wins His Suit. 


ALBANY, N. Y., May 5.—By the decision of the 
Court of Appeals to-day, Daniel E. Donovan re- 
covers $107,406 from Heman Clark, The action 
was brought to secure an adjudication that 
Donovan and Clark were partners in building 
the Staten Island Rapid-Transit Railroad, and 
also foran accounting. Clark denied the exist- 
ence of any partnership between himself and 
Donovan, but admitted that Donovan was 
promised interest under the agreement for 
building the road. Hamilton Odell, as referee, 
found that the parties were copartners, and or- 
dered the accounting asked for. The opinion of 
the Court of Appeals to-day ie per curium, and 
is concurred in by all the Judges. 


Ashore in Absecom Inlet. 

ATLANTIC CiTY, N. J., May 5.—The treacher- 
ous shoals about Absecom Inlet were the scene 
of another wreck this morning.

GOV. PENNOYER FREES HIS MIND. 


He Believes the President is “ Standing 
in” with the Chinese Six Companies. 


PORTLAND, Oregon, May 5.—In an inter- 
view, Gov. Pennoyer says: 

“Secretary Gresham’s dispatch to me 
was a deliberate insult to the State of Ore- 
gon, and I answered it as it deserved.”’ 

‘* What do you think of the failure of the 
Chinese to register as required ?”’ 

“ The translation of the Chinese circular 
ought to set the people thinking. Congress 
passes a law, and the President, instead of 
secing that it is executed, enters into a 
most unholy compact with the Chinese Six 
Companies to break that law and over- 
throw the expressed will of the people, and 
the first that we hear of this outrage is 
through the translation of a Chinese hand- 
bill pasted upon outhouses and the vilest 
dens in the cities of San Francisco and As- 
toria. 

““I suppose the same circular is to be 
found in this city. I only know that the 
Chinese are not registering, and the Col- 
lector of Interna! Revenue tells me that his 
Chinese interpreter does not dare go into 
that part of Chinatown where the circulars 
are likely to be seen. 

* The Chinese Six Companies tell their 
men that they need have no fear that they 
will be arrested, when the laws provide 
that they shall be; that the President of 
the United States is standing in with them 
to have this law broken down, and I have 
not the least doubt that itisso. The Pres- 
ident has no right to suspend any act of 
Congress, and that is just what he is doing. 

“When this matter goes to the Supremé 
Court, if it should be decided constitution- 
al Cleveland will bein the position of a 


lawbreaker. He understands this, and to 
save the reputation of the President of the 
United Statesit will be necessary to de- 
clare the law unconstitutional.” 

“Had Secretary Gresham any right to 
suggest to you your duty in the matter of 
protecting Chinese in this State?” 

** None whatever. He has no more right 
to suggest what the Governor of a State 
should do than I have to tell Queen Victo- 
ria what she should do. Why, even if 
there was a war here in Oregon, the Presi- 
dent himself would have no right to inter- 
fere until I should call upon him for assist- 
ance. I may say something more about 
this Chinese matter it this law is suspend- 
ed, as I expect it will be.” 

Bors8, Idaho, May 5.—Gov. McConnell, 
replying to Secretary Gresham’s message 
about expected anti-Chinese riots, says: 
“‘Lauticipate no trouble. Our people re- 
spect the law and bow to its mandate, 
expecting the Executive to do the same.” 

CuHIcaGo, May 5.—Up to noon to-day only 
920 out of the 2,500 Chinese laborers resi- 
dent in Chicago had registered under the 
Geary law. Acting under orders received 
from the Treasury Department, Collector 
Mamer will remain passive so far as the 
arrest and imprisonment of the Chinese 
who have not registered are concerned, 
pending the test case likely to be made in 
New-York and an opinion of the United 
States Supreme Court. 

SACRAMENTO, Cal., May 5.—Gov. Mark- 
ham has received a dispatch from Secre- 
tary Gresham similar to those sent to other 
Pacific coast Governors in regard to re- 
ported indications of danger of violence to 
Chinese. The Governor at once tele- 
praphed a copy.of the dispatch to the Col- 
ector of Internal Revenue at San - 
cisco, and reqnested him to keep him 
informed of anything that trans there 
in connection with the threatened trouble. 
The Governor also telegraphed Secretary 
;resham that he would take all due pre- 
canteps to prevent any trouble in Cali- 

ornia. 


REVOLUTION IN NICARAGUA. 


Ex-President Zavala the Leader—Granada 
Taken by the Rebels. 





PANAMA, May 5.—Mail advices bring the 
news that a revolution has broken out in 
Nicaragua. 

The movement is an outcome of the old 
hostility entertained by the Eastern De- 
partment toward the Western Department 
of the republic. Ex-President Zavala is 
leader of the insurgent forces. He has 
succeeded in capturing the important city 
of Granada, capital of the province of the 
same name. Zavala’s success in getting 
possession of the place is said to be due to 
treason on the part of the garrison. 

United States Minister Shannon, accoin- 
panied by his family, took passage on the 
steamer at the Nicaraguan seaport of 
Corinto for home. President Sacaza tele- 
graphed to Mr. Shannon, before the de- 
parture of the latter, that he, the Presi- 
dent, had an ample force at his command, 
and that the revolution would be an affair 
of but a few days. 

There has as yet been no formal or 
general engagement between the Govern- 
ment troops and the rebels. The Gov- 


ernment forces are being massed at the 
front in preparation for a final movement 
against the comparatively small hostile 
force under the rebel cgecanye Bands 
of launchmen from the port of Corinto 
have left their work to serve in the Gov- 
ernment ranks as volunteers against the 
rebels, and nobody is at work on the cargo 
of the steamer now at that port. 

The German Minister, on his way to 
Managua, the capital of Nicaragua, to pay 
his respects to President Sacaza, for the 
tirst time in fifteen years, considered it un- 
safe to land, and came to Panama. 





Mr. Koop Seeks ths Secretaryship. 

YANKTON, 8 D., May 5.—G. Phelps Koop of 
New-York City was in Yankton to-day, con- 
sulting with Judge Bartlett Tripp, Minister to 
Austria. Mr. Koop Is a candidate for the Secre- 
taryship of the legation at Vienna, and is 
strongly recommended for the place, 

Mr. Tripp will leave here for Vienna on Tues- 


>, May 9. He expects to relieve Mr. Grant 
bt Tess 1. Hie has recommended Lieut. 
Sturgis of the regular army to be appointed as 
the military attendant at the legation, but has 
made no recommendation for any similar ap- 
pointment from the navy. 





Complaint About the Freehold Jail. 
ASBURY PARK, May 5.—A local paper prints 
an article to-day charging that the prisoners 
confined in the county jail at Freehold are 
being ill-treated. The paper says that the pris- 
oners are being half starved, poorly housed, 


and beaten. ‘The food furnished,” the story 
runs, ‘is unwholesome, insufficient, and badly 
cooked; the bedding in the jail is worn’ out, 
dirty, and frequently filled with vermin. while 
prisoners are subjected to cruel and inhuman 
treatment, and to many petty annoyances.” 





Parochial School Question in Newark. 

NEWARK, N. J., May 5.—Thne Democrats in

SV. WHITE AGAIN SUSPENDS 


UNABLE TO WITHSTAND THE DE. 
OLINE IN SEOURITIES., 








HIS LIABILITIES NOT YET ASCERTAINED. 





In Good Spirits and Expects to be Able to 
Resume Business Before Long. 





IT WAS A SURPRISE TO HIM. 





Thought the Day Before that He Was 


Sufficiently Protected — Obligations on 


the Stock Exchange Not Large Enough 
to Constitute an Important Failure— 
Extent of His Dealing in Privileges 
Not Known--His Fourth Suspension— 
Remarkable Recovery from the Last 


Previous One. 


The sensation of the day in Wall Street 
yesterday was the suspension of S. V. 
White. For the second time in twenty 
months he had been unable to withstand 
the strain of adverse quotations. 

The announcement of his misfortune 
came early. Hardly had the day’s business 
fairly started when he confessed his in- 
solvency, in a note to the Presidentof the 
Exchange, as follows: 

“ The unexam 
curities toon pa rmenen nay Sogn ctner 
to secure margins or meet my engagements.” 

Aithough it was not wholly a matter of 
surprise that Mr. White should have yield- 
ed to pressure,‘this announcement led te a 
fresh outburst of excitement on the Ex- 
change, in which the stocks that he had 
been handling were led to slaughter. 

Mr. White remained at his office from the 
time that he informed the Exchange of his 
condition. In alittle while friends began 
to drop in upon him, offering their sym- 
pathy, and messages poured in from all 
quarters. Callers were ushered without 
ceremony into his private room, where he 
received them all in the democratic:fashion 
that is habitual with him. 

“There is no use,” he said, “in making 
words over this matter. The quotations 
have moved too rapidly for me in the 
wrong direction. I simply felt that-it was 
my duty to report to the Exchange as soon 
asI found that I would have trouble in 
meeting my engagements.” 

‘‘ Was the suspension an entire surprise 
toyou?” 

“Yes,” Mr. White replied, “I thought 
yesterday that-I would -weather this raid, 
but in such aslump as we had this morn- 
ing no man could tell where he stood. I 
thought it best to draw out.” z 

‘* Then your holdings were well protected 
up to this morning, were they *” 

“ Amply so, but I was unable to meet a 
20 per cent. slump and made up my mind 
there was no use in trying to stand against 
it. Vhe moment that I discovered that I 
was insolvent I simply did my duty asa 
member of the Exchange by issuing a state- 
ment to that effect.” 

While Mr. White was talking, a report 
spread through Wall Street that he would 
be able to resume business to-day, that 
friends had rallied to his support with 
money enough to pay his debts in full, and 
that they had placed at his command 
$1,000,000. 

Mr, White was asked if this were true. 

“Iam sorry to say that it is not,” he re- 
plied. “If it were, I should about this 
time be decorating some of my fences with 
the hides of the bears.” 

“You do not seem to be much depressed 
over this affair.” 

“IT am not that kind of a man,” Mr. 
White answered. “One might as well 
face a thing of this kind bravely. If I 
were run over and had my leg lacerated, I 
should try to keep my nerve and tell the 
doctors to stanch the artery. This case is 
a parallel one. I confess that I am badly 
hurt, butI hope there may be a remedy 
and that a way will be found for meto re- 
sume business. Meanwhile I shall try to 
keep myself from becoming low-spirited.” 

Mr. White was unable to estimate the 
amount of the liabilities. He said he had 
not made an assignment, because he be- 
lieved that his affairs .could be quite as 
well adjusted without one, and he wanted 
time to learn accurately how he stood. 

In Wall Street the losses of Mr. White, 
so far as they were represented in cortracts 
on the Exchange, were variously esti- 
mated. On Wednesday, at the close of 
business, he said his stocks were protected 
by $250,000 which was available for ad- 
ditional margins. It wascommonly under- 
stood that this amount had been absorbed 
by the declines Thursday and yesterday 
morning. How mucb more he may have 
been involved seemed to be wholly indefi- 
nite. ; 

There was some intimation of the amount 
when stocks for his account were put up in. 
the Exchange to be disposed of under the 
rule. In compliance with this formality, ' 
the following stocks were bought in fo 
him: Seven hundred shares of Atchison, 
Topeka and Sante Fé, 200 shares of New: 
York and New-England, 200 shares of Na- 
tional Cordage, (common,) and 100 shares, 
of Erie, making a total of 1,200 shares, 
boughtin. There were sold for him 1,00@ 
shares of Manhattan, 2.000 shares ~- Sugai) 
: 3 of Westerg 
Galen, scom00 Ew! & ‘Lead Trust, (come 
mon,) making the total sold 3,150 shares, 

These transactions showed that Mr, 
White was certainly not a direct victim of 
the fall in Cordage st, and that his obe 
ligations on the Exchange were by ne 
means large enough to constitute an im- 
portant failure. 1t was generally assumerl 
and not denied by him that outside of the 
Exchange his transactions had been on & 
much larger scale, and_ that possibly some 
of his contracts on the Exchange had been 
assumed by friends in order that the fail- 
ure might not appear to be a large one, and 
that he might the more easily resume. 

In the various campaigns which Mr. 
WHlite has led he has dealt very largely 
with privileges which never make ~ of 
the record of the business of the Exchan 
Dealing in privileges has been a favorite 
method of vmapalenttn by various large 
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orders executed on the Exchange and en- 
ables the leader in any movement to main- 
tain better contral Over the stock which 
he is manipulating. is method algo is 
reasonably certain to be attended without 
publicity for those to whom puts and calls 
are sold, for the Exchange takes no account 
of such transactions. 

All kinds of rumors were afloat as to the 
amount of privileges that Mr. White had 
vutstanding. While it was assumed that 
apon his recovery he would recognize these 
debts, there was no way of getting at their 
amount. It was commonly believed that 
the dangerous condition of .his privileges 
had quite as much to do with bringing 
about the suspension as had the condition 
of his contracts in the open board. 

Along in the afternoon the report that he 
would t. assisted was again put in circula- 
tion, and with it the market took a spurt. 
Mr. White would haye nothing to say in 
regard to the report, declaring frankly that 
he was not in a position to confirmit. He 
was unwilling to say, also, what truth there 
might be in the rumor that had gained cur- 
rency that a prominent ofticerin the Sugar 
Trust had been interested with him in a 
joint account on the outstanding privileges 
for that stock. 

His failure was, of course, induced by the 
recent tumble in the general list and by the 
special onslaught against such stocks as 
Manhattan and Sugar, of which Mr. White 
was the avowed champion on the bull side. 
His banker said yesterday that if Mr. White 
had chosen to withdraw from business in 
February he might have taken out $1,000,- 
000 cash. 

Part of the fortune he had accumulated 
after the payment of the debts of his last 
failure came from Cordage when he led the 
movement in that stock in conjunction 
with James R. Keene. He left the Cord- 
age pool before the capital was doubled 
and turned his attention to Sugar. Under 
his manipulation Sugar advanced to about 
135. At this time criticisms of Mr. White’s 
course appeared in print, and he resented 
them by open letters, one of which will be 
remembered by its title, ‘Greetings to the 
Bears.” In this letter he warned all per- 
sons who might not have faith in Sugar, 
that it would sell at 140 before it sold at 
120, and invited them to sell some of it if 
they doubted his word. — 

At the high price which Sugar touched 
the large operators prepared to unload 
their stock. The quarterly dividend was 
increased from 212 per cent. to 3 per cent., 
and av extra dividend of 10 per cent. was 
deciared. - ; rey 

The insiders thought that this large divi- 
dend would enable them to sell their stock 
without trouble at very high prices. As it 
happened, the market went the other way. 
Upon the declaration of the dividend the 
stock immediately declined 13 points, be- 
ing the amount of the dividend, and 6 

ints extra for good measure. Brokers 
be an to sell the stock in large quantities, 
and within a day or two after the dividend 
‘was declared it dropped several points be- 
low par, as against about 126 before the 
dividend had been taken off. Mr. White 
and his friend were able to advance the 
stock again, but the advance did not hold 
in the face of persistent selling. : 

. When again Sugar dropped below par it 
was impossible to rally it. It tumbled 
rapidly in the last few days. The closing 
price for Thursday was 84. It opened yes- 
terday morniug at 85, fell to 62, and closed 

TS, The big drop in it came after Mr. 

hite announced his suspension. The 
highest price of the day was just before 
the suspension was announced, when the 
stock sold at 861, ; 

Manhattan stock was also a specialty of 
Mr. White’s. He led the great advance in 
at early in the Winter,.and was very en- 
thusiastic over it when it was quoted at 
174. At that time he freely predicted that 
it would reach 200. It has gone down hill 
trapidly for the last week, and after his 
suspension yesterday it dropped as low as 
115. It had closed Thursday at 1251,, 
opening yesterday at 126, advancing to 
1301, for the highest, and closing at 128. 

Sugar Trust officers, who were talked 
about on the Street yesterday as sharers of 
Mr. White’s misfortunes, declared that they 
were not badly hurt individually and that 
the trust was not at all affected by the 
slump, having ample resources and being a 
lender of money in the market. 





IT WAS HIS FOURTH FAILURE. 


His Operations in Corn in 1891 Resulted 
Disastrously. 


Yesterday brought Mr, White’s fourth 
failure in business. He was first unable to 
‘meet his obligations in 1868 and a second 
time in 1872. Neither of these failures 
made a stir in Wall! Street, nor didthey keep 
Mr. White long out of business. His third 
failure came Sept. 22, 1891, when he had 
made a reputation as a daring leader. It 
involved large liabilities and furnished the 
financial world an exciting topic of discus- 
s10D. 

From having confined his operations for 
some years to the Stock Exchange, Mr. 
White turned his attention to corn early in 
the Summer of 1891. The operations were 
conducted for the firm of §. V. White & 
Co., in which the other members were 
Arthur White, Franklin W. Hopkins, and 
Clarence H. Wildes, specialist in bonds 
and industrials. The firm had a Chicago 
branch. 

Having set ont to create a corner, the 
firm bought lavishly. September options 
were the object of the manipulation. All 
went swimmingly at first. Quotations of 
56 cents per bushel on Aug. 1 advanced to 
681, cents by Aug. 20. This extraordinary 
advance naturally drew attention to the 
deal and excited inquiry about it. There 
was plenty of information for the asking, 
to the effect that corn at $1 a bushel would 
be cheap in a month. 

Some buying resulted, but there always 
seemed to be plenty of corn at current quo- 
tations. The farmers opened their bins, 

great quantities of itcame out from mys- 
terious sources, and Nature helped the sup- 
ply with a bountiful crop. So well was the 
advance resisted that by Sept. 5, with 
the most liberal buying meanwhile, the 
price had advanced to only 69 cents. This 
was about the top. All efforts to bolster 
the market encountered offerings that 
pushed the price downward. Mr. White 
took everything anybody had to sell, but 
the supply seemed unlimited. By Sept. 
20, the price had dropped to 50 cents, 


Mr. White was credited with having 
10,000,000 bushels, the bulk of which he 
had bought outright. The shrinkage of 
figures detied the most clever manipulation. 
When the corner broke wide open Mr. 
White had no recourse except an assign- 
ment. ; 

Unsecured liabilities to Chicago credit- 
ors were figured at $203,576 and to New- 
York creditors at $1,013,543. The Chicago 
creditors agreed to accept 50 cents on the 
dollar and the New-York creditors, with 
few exceptions, signed off, clearing the way 
for Mr. White to resume business. Even 
under this arravgement several months 
passed before Mr. White could make a 
start. The delay did not operate to his dis- 
advantage, however, because the failure of 
Field, Lindley, Wiechers & Co. disclosed 
that he had been a sufferer in that quarter 
toan extent that might in any case have 
seriously embarrassed his plans. 

Feb, 5, 1892, Mr. White was reinstated 
atthe Stock Exchange with actual debts 
of $1,000,000 ahead of him. He assumed 
every obligation of his firm and started life 
gnew for himself alone. 





HE PAID ALL OF HIS DEBTS. 


But the Market Was Against Him a 
Quarter of a Million Some Days. 


The story ofthe way Mr. White paid his 
debts is one of the most remarkable in the 
record of individual performances in Wall 
Street. 

Leniency of his creditors made available 
tohim a2 remnant of his fortune as a loan. 
This money, with the friendship of strong 
» en With a taste for brilliant stock opera- 
tions, furnished his only capital. His 
avowed ambition was to pay in full every 
dollar he owed, with interest to the date 
of payment. The buoyant tendencies that 
lud always characterized his operations 


He had no trouble apparently in bringing 


his moneyed friends and following to sus- 
tain his opinions. 

His own language, when success at the 
beginning of tne present yearhad approved 
the plans he mapped out, states concisely 
how he decided to avail himself of the 
chance to make another fortune, 

“T selected those stocks,” he said, “ which 
had very little to lose on their prices, no 
matter how slow the advance might come. 
Notably among these, and the first stock I 
took hold of for a pull,was Western Union, 
of which I accumulated for myself 20,000 
shares at from 84 to 87, with all cash divi- 
dends and 10 per cent. stock dividend on. 
I held the 20,000 shares until after the 
stock sold at par. 

“I had been receiver of the Sugar prop- 
erty and knew something of its wonderful 
earning capacity. I bought my first Sugar 
at 83. I have that stock yet, and have no 
temptation to sell it until it has doubled 
itself in value. I had knowledge of the 
earnings of National Cordage, and did not 
believe that a stock paying 10 per cent. 
per annum and paying quarterly waslikely 
to have any serious decline. I bought over 
5,000 shares under par. ; 

“J knew that Manhattan had seen its 
worst troubles. The company was paying 
6 per cent. and earning nearly 10 per cent. 
Surface roads such as the Sixth Avenue 
and Third Avenue lines, earning no more 
money per share, were selling from 200 to 


300 per share. I commenced buying at 
115, and between that price and 136 se- 
cured quite an amount ata very respecta- 
ble average, allof which Ihave yet. The 
appreciation of my Manhattan since the 
death of Mr. Gould has béen equal to a 
very considerable percentage of my liabil- 
ities upon re-entering the board. Privileges 
paid me about $100,000 last year.” 

Operations on these lines enabled the 
plucky operator to cancel half of his 
$1,000,000 of debt between February and 
midsummer. Profits of $150,000 on a deal 
in Cordage alone paid a big installment of 
the second half of this debt in September. 
By December only $200,000 rema ned un- 


aid. 
" Everything he touched had gone his 
way. He had profited pendeomely in every 
notable movement of the year. n Dec. 30 
he wrote a circular letter to his creditors, 
saying: 
“A kind Providence has given me the means 
of paying the debits of the late frmof 8. V. 
White & Co.” 
He inclosed his check for final payments 
of principal and interest of debts which, 
eleven months before, his creditors ** kind- 
ly forgave.” 
With the discharge of these obligations 
for $1,000,000, Mr. White started the new 
year not Frey fl with a clean ledger, but with 
a handsome balance to his credit. 
“Tam not counting,” he said, when con- 
gratulated over his achievement, ‘upon 
making another million in 1893. There is 
not the incentive; there may not be the 
opportunity. Such large operations entail 
great strain. I have more than once seen 
the market go against me $250,000 in a 
day ortwo. Too much of that is bad for 
the nerves. Yet Wall Street is here and 
the industrial market is going to be a great 
factor in the future of speculation. I 
think I shall try to get a living out of the 
market for a while longer.” 





“DEACON” WHITE’S CAREER. 


Seme of His Achievements in the Field of 
Speculation. 


Wall Street knows Mr. White as ‘‘the 
Deacon,” a title not unsuited to a be- 
nign exterior of grizzled beard, gold- 
rimmed eyeglasses, loose-fitting broadcloth, 
and a black slouch hat. 

With all his sober mein and antiquated 
dress, and with upward of sixty years run 
eut of his life, he retains the buoyant 
spirits, tireless energy, and indomitable 
ambition of youth. No younger old man 
ever made Wall Street his business home. 
Mr. White’s financial career dates back 
nearly thirty years. He brought to the 
study of figures and values a physical 
frame, made sturdy by life on the farm 
and a habit of self-reliance which had 
been fostered and confirmed by the neces- 
sity of providing for a course at Knox 
College by his own unaided efforts. School 
teaching furnished him the capital with 
which he made a start. Naturally such a 
man came to New-York. 

He was a broker before the consolidation 
of speculative boards in 1869 that made 
the present Stock Exchange, and his name 
is in the original list of that year. At first 
he cultivated investors and had a large 
clientéle in the dry goods district. His 
connection with the Claflins by marriage 
strengthened him with this class. 

In 1884 he took rank suddenly with the 
brilliant leaders of Wall Street. A deal in 
Lackawanna made him famous. Getting 
control of 150,000 shares of this stock, he 
loaned it one day, called the loan the day 
after, and set the Street scrambling. He 
knew beforehand that no inducement 
could draw the other stock out of the 
strong boxes of its owners and 
as he refused to lend what he had calledin 
he was master of the situation. At an ad- 
vance of 25 points Mr. White issued a let- 
ter to those who had trusted his manage- 
ment, thanking them for their contidence 
and informing them that the deal had been 
closed, the stock sold which he was sup- 
posed to have locked up, and that a round 

rotit of $1,000,000 stood to their credit on 

is books. 

This star achievement stamped him as a 
genius. The Vanderbilts and Goulds put 
business in his way. There were few big 
deals in which he did not have a hand. 

Such a man filled the bill for the darin 
operasere who came into the market wit 
the advent of the industrial stocks. They 
intrusted their interests to him, and more 
brilliant campaigns than he managed for 
them were never conducted. . 

In 1891, when he stepped out of his usual 
pata to corner corn, many temptations 
were put before him to lead him back into 
stocks. He resisted them all, saying that 
the corn deal demanded all of hisattention, 
and that he expected to make out of it 
all the money he should ever want. 
His friends were quite as well dis- 
posed toward him as before when his 
failure came. It was thought that he might 
avail himself of their assistance, but he 
would not ask it, although he then had 
reason to believe that with means to carry 
the deal only a little further he might suc- 
ceed init. When the assignment had been 
made it was time enough, he thought, to 
rally his old friends for a new start. From 
that start he worked himself out of debt in 
less than a year. : 

Mr. White’s interest in politics, which 
has always been active, assumed an in- 
tensity afew years ago which led to his 
election to Congress. Official lifeat Wash- 
ington, however, was not to his liking, and 
oue term filled his desires, He was glad to 
get back to Wall Street. The versatility 
and many sides of his mind were illus- 
trated in the following condensed sketch 
by an admiring Brooklyn constituent not 
long ago. 

“Mr. White is a banker and broker of the first 
magnitude, butthatis not all. He is also an 
orator, poet, philanthropist, cluesic soholar 
and translator, editor, ex-abolitionist, astrono- 
mer, schoolmaster, and ex-plowboy and trapper. 
This docs not exhaust him by any means, 
though, for he is a lawyer, an expert accountant, 
a sporteman in the best sense of the term, a tine 
boxer, an art oritic, achurch Trustee, and a 
theologian. And the most extraordinary thing 


about Mr. White ie the fact that be is eminent 
in all these things.”

NO EFFECT ON THE TREASURY. 
Secretary Carlisle Still Disinclined to Talk 


About His Policy, 


WASHINGTON, May 5.—The New-York fiurry in 
the speculative market did not appear to have 
any effect upon Treasury people or conditions 
to-day. It is said that the President and Seocre- 
tary Carlisle heard of the excitement on the 
Stock Exchange with great composure, and 
even ventured the opinion that such trifles, to 
be encountered by other people, helped to make 
tolerable the acoumulation of burdens which 
have been heaped upon this Administration at 
the very beginning. 

Secretary Carlisle still manifests a disinclina- 
tion to talk freely to all inquirers about his 
policy or the policy of the Treasury Depart- 
ment. Itis known that he regards it as a great 
disadvantage that tho Government, having 
been compelled to go into the banking business, 
is a prey to gossip from which a private bank- 
ing concern may be exempt. If a bank were 
beset by newspapers determined to say from 
day to day just how many persons had depos- 
ited and how much, and just how many other 
persons had withdrawn their deposits and the 
amounts, the officers would send the inguirers 
away without explanation. But the Secretary 
of the Treasury must explain everything in full 
and with reasons for reasons. If he declines to 
talk his silence may be turned against him. If 
he talks his words may be misconstrued. 

And so it is that Mr. Carlisle has incurred 
some resentment and provoked some criticisra. 
He bas been compared with his predecessors by 
men who say that he is the first Secretary of 
the Treasury in thirty years who would not 
take the public into his confidence. This is real- 
ly harsh and undeserved criticism, for Mr. Car- 
lisle has believed that it was wise to discourage 
alarm by refusing to feed the gossip abeuta 
short supply of geld. With all the obligations 
of a bank, he has a Treasury that has not the 
opportunities of a bank to provide ways and 


means for recovering losses. And he is ex- 
pected to expose the actual condition of the 
Treasury daily,perhaps, to enable those who 
contemplate cramping it to know just what 
they are to do and when and Aow to do It to in- 
crease its difficulties. 

The Seeretary is not disposed to be censorious 
toward, the bankers of New-York, and if be has 
been represented as desoribing therm to be con- 
spiring to wreck the Treasury, he will not ac- 
cept responsibility for such representations. 
He came back from New-York, after his confer- 
ence with leading bankers there, as well pleased 
with what the bankers said as they appear to 
have been with his suggestions. He has seen 
no reason to ohange his opinion about the great 
body of bankers, nor to doubt that they take as 
serious and as honest a view of the situation as 
he does. 

Mr. Hugh 8. Thompson, who was Assistant 
Secretary in Mr. Cleveland’s first Administra- 
tion. says that the business men have such im- 
plicit confidence in the ability of Mr. Cleveland 
and Mr. Carlisle to master ali the difficulties of 
the situation that they do not contemplate the 
possibility of a national panic. 





BOSTON BANKS NOT AFFECTED. 


The Trouble Due to Overspeculation in 


Industrial Stocks. 


Boston, Maas., May 5.—Boston business men 
are viewing the present panic in New-York 
with all the composure that sympathy for the 
misfortunes of others will permit. The banks 
are calmly watching tho situation. This is 
because they are powerless to help mat 
ters, and are in no way impaired by 
the fiurried market. They have direct- 
ed all their energies to preparing for 
this paiticular situation, and acted with the 
greatest conservatism. Yet this statementina 
way is unfair to them, for it is the unanimous 
opinfon of “the Street” that the trouble is 
wholly due to the vacillating financial policy at 
Washington. 

As far back as March 1 banks shutdown on 
buying commercial paper except in cases of 
their regular customers. The latter they are 
still amply able to look after, and those 
Western houses who look to New-York 
and Boston for the continuance of their 


loans are those which will be made to suffer. 
The Henshaw failure of this morning is taken 
lightly. It is even thought to have been un- 
necessary, and from quarters where such state- 
ments have the weight of authority it is etated 
that the firm will go on with its business as 
usual, possibly as early as to-morrow, and cer- 
tainly within three or four days. Their liabill- 
ties are abundantly and amply secured; in fact, 
they are practically liquidated at the present 
moment. : 

Franklin Haven, Jr., President of the Mer- 
chants’ National Bank, said this afternoon: 
*“ There is no reason to think that the banks of 
Boston will be in any way affected by the drop 
in industrial securities. Money was easy this 
morning, and the general condition of the banks 
is shown by to-day’s Clearing House report to 
be good. so faruae I know, the bankers and 
prokers of Boston are also in sound shape. I 
understand that the failure of Henshaw «& Co. 
was due to the fact that their call for addi- 
tional margine was not responded to by some 
of their customers. As regards the present 
trouble, it is the natura] outcome of overspecu- 
lation in industrial combinations. We are sub- 
ject to such panics fromm time to time, and I do 
not see how the Government can interfere to 
prevent them.” 

A member of the firm of Spencer Trask & Co. 
said he did not think that the Boston banks 
were to be affected by the collapse. They are 
ali im good sound condition aud = are 
managed On & conservative basia right 
through. The Beston brokers are alao 
generally in good shape. He thought the banke 
had acted nicely in Boston and New-York, and 
had done nothing to complicate matters. They 
have been easy On loans and rates of interest. 
No one with good collateral has had any trouble 
in getting money at fairrates. This course of 
action will have the eflect of restoring conti- 
dence. The whole trouble came from the in- 
tiated industrial business. 

The head of a large financial cgncern who 
would not allow his nameto be used said that 
iew shares of the Cordage stock are held in Bos- 
ton, and the Boston banks have got little, if 
any, of the Cordage stock, and they have not 
much of the industrial stock. The only thing 
they have got in any amount is Sugar, and he 
did not think they had much of that. There is 
a little Rubber held, and there is more General 
Electric than any of the industrials, 

WHAT ALLEN’s BUFFALO AGENT SAYS. 

BuFFAL», N. Y., May 5.—A. J. Wright, Buffalo 
agent of Henry Allen & Co., started for New- 
York to-day. His ollice remained open up to 
the usual hour, but no business was transacted. 
Mr. Wright is one of the leading members of 
the Merchants’ Exchange, and did a very large 
business. In the past two years he has been very 
unfortunate, getting caught in a number of 
failures. He said to-day that he had received 
only meagre information of Allen’s failure, and 
he was going to New-York to investigate for him- 
self. To-morrow, he said, he would give out a 
statement tothe Bulfalo customers of Allen & 
Co. The customers he feared would lose all 
their cash balances with the firm. 


BALTIMORE STOCK MARKET CALM. 


BALTIMORE, May 5.—The Baltimore stock 
market has remained very calmin the face of 
the excitement and panic in New-York. In fact, 
there is comparatively little speculation in the 
New-York market indulged in by people here. 
The only effect bere of the Wall Street flurry 
bas been to tighten money. The fact that Bal- 
timore is almost exclusively an investment 
market, and that the business on the Steck Ex- 
change is principally in bonds, explains why 
~ city looks on 80 calmly at the panic in New- 

ork.

SING Bina, May 5.—“‘ Tell the reporters,” said 
Carlyle Harris to one of his death watch yoster- 
day, ‘‘to inake it public that I have not broken 
down, and that I shall go to the death chair 
with as much courage as I had on the day when 
I wentand surrendered myself to the District 
Attorney.” 

“ But,” said his boyish brother Allan, who 
heard his words, “it is not too late to hope, 
Carlyle.” 

“Ob, what’s the use?’ answered the com 
demned man impatiently. “Tney will hurry 
me off as fast as they can, even though I could 
bring a witness who saw poor Helen buy the 
fatal dose ef morphine and take it on that 
awful night. They are bound to hurry me off 
anyhow. It’s all over.” 

Harris has acted the part of a martyr so long 

hat he now really seems to believe that he is a 
martyr. It makes no difference to him that he 
has had greater opportunity to prove the inno- 
cence he asserts than any other accused murder- 
er ever brought to trial in this State. He 
started to play his part, and he bas played it 80 
long and so cleverly that the character he as- 
sumed has become his nature. 

There 1s bravado in his manner. .He is what 
might be called a‘‘nervy” man. He hasshown 
his nerve through the year’s ordeal while his life 
has been in the balance scale of justice. He 
has readin the newspapers the comments on 
his nerve and he has grown to bo proud of it, 
and now it is all that he has left to be proud of. 
When he says that he will go bravely to the 
chair and to death, perhaps painless, but none 
the less ignominious and awful, those who 
know him best believe that he will keep his 
word, 

Harris’s mother is here now, with his boy 
brother. She was telegraphed for at Harrie’s 
request immediately after the word was re- 
ceived that there was no longer hope and she 
at onco left Northfield, Mass., the farm home on 
which she was born, to come to Sing Sing, via 
New-York. It was expected that she would ar- 
rive on an early train this morning. A crowd 
of curious people were at the station to see her 
as she left the train. 

It was just noon, however, when she left the 
train, leaning on the arm of her youngest son, 
Allan, who, though a boy, has found himself 
called upon to assume the position of a man. 
Mrs. Harris has nobody but him to lean on. 
From her husband she is separated; her oldest 
boy, McCready, is dying of consumption, and 
about tostart for Europe with money furnished 
to him by an aunt, and Carlyle, the second boy, 
is legally dead. So young Allan, a bright-look- 
ing fellow, a now figure in the family’s disgrace, 
has come forward to stand with his mother 
until the hope to which she still clings, and to 
which she will cling to the last, is wiped out by 
the certain knowledge that Carlyle is dead. 

it is easy to understand where Harris gets his 
wonderful vitality and will power when one 
knows Mrs. Harris. Even greater than the 
strain which her condemned boy has had to 
bear for a year, has been ber burden. Scarcely 
for an hour bas she ceased her labors to save 
his life, yet she has never given way for more 
than the passing hour. When she got off the 
train to-day it was evident that she was weak, 
but her face was set, and, looking neither to the 
right nor the left, she passed between the staring 
villagers to a carriage, stepped in after her 
boy, and said firmly to the driver: 

**To the prison.” 

It is only a ten-minute drive. On the road 
Mrs. Harris rested her head on the shoulder of 
her boy Allan and wept spasmodically while he 
tried to quiet her; but as the carriage drew 
near the prison entrance she lifted her head, 
wiped her eyes, and again her face assumed 
that fixed, resolute expression. 

The boy stepped out first and helped his 
mother to alight. She would have fallen goip 
down the white limestone stairs to the uninavi 
ing prison door had she not been supported. It 
was her first visit to the institution, and she 
was to seea child the hours of whose remain- 
ing life could be written with two figures. 

They turned into the office, but Warden Durs- 
ton was not there. ile was in the prison below. 
Superintendent of Prisons Lathrop happened 
to be there. He had called to consult with the 
Warden. He offered the mother and the boy 
chairs and kindly asked them to be seated, but 
Mrs. Harris, who had started to sob again, 
looked at hii appealingly and cried: 

“Oh, please Sir, take me to my poor boy at 
once!” 

Gen. Lathrop had sent a messenger down into 
the prison to notify Warden Durston that Mrs. 
Harris was there. The Warden, before coming 
up, passed the word in to Keepers Helm and 
Durnbecker of the death watch. They pulled 
down the scréens of all the cells that were oc- 
cupied except Haurrie’s, and told him that his 
mother was about to come to him. 

“Poor woman,” was his reply; ‘‘I hope she 
will be able to stand it.” 

Then he took adrink of water, buttoned up 
his coat, smoothed his hair with his hands, 
lighted a cigarette, and leaned against the bars 
to greet her. 

Warden Durston went to the office and spoke 
soothingly to the mother. Then he led her 
down into the black entrance of the prison, to 
Head Keeper ne degen oflice. The boy 
Allan remained behind. Chaplain Weills met 
Mrs. Harris, and with Mr. Connaughton, led 
her into the corridor where the condemned 
men are kept. She was taken into the inner 
corridor, formed by upright iron bars set at a 
distance of three feet from the cell fronts, and 
covered with close wire netting. 

It was thus that she saw her son. Keeper 
Helm sat between the cel)s and the wire screen, 
some distance away, 6o that Mrs. Harris and 
the murderer might talk in alow tone without 
being overheard. Head Keeper Connaughton 
walked up and down the inner corridor. 

There was no scene. Lhe mother sobbed for 
a time, and the son tried to sooth her, manifest- 
ing the same bravado as ever. Then they began 
to talk about the evidence on which he had 
been convicted. For nearly two hours they dis- 
cussed it, as though the time for all discussion 
on that matter had not passed. 

The boy Allan was brought down at about 
2:30 o'clock. He seemed to be much affected, 
but Carlyle simply greeted him with: 

** Hello, Allan.”’ 

An hour later Mrs. Harris and Allan returned 
to the Warden’s office. She promised Carlyle 
that she would see him once more. She was 
taken into the Warden’s private office, and to 
him said: 

Can | see my boy to-morrow!” 

* Yes,” Was the answer, ‘“‘you can stay with 
him until 5 o’clock to-morrow evening, and you 
cun come again Sunday. That is according to 
regulations.” 

Mrs. Durston, the young wife of the Warden, 
who is a wolWan of such kind heart that the 
prisoners at Auburn, where her husband was in 
charge, became very much attached to her, 
went in to talk to Mrs. Harris.

WRECK OF THE AMERICAN 
SCHOONER BOOTH BROTHERS. 





Driven on a Ledge Off Brigantine Beach, 
Then Blown Off in a Sinking Condition— 
Could Not Be Reached by Life-Savers— 
Capt. Burdick, His Wife, and Son and 
the Crew at Sea in the Yawl—Dragged 
One by One Through the Water to 
Safety on the Schooner Bigelow. 


The unknown schooner which a dispatch from 
Atlantic City, N. J., printedin Tax NeEw-YorkEK 
TIMES yesterday, reported as lost off Brigantine 
Beach Thursday, proved to be the American 
schooner Booth Brothers. Sturdy Capt. Bur- 
dick, his wife, and little son, and six men who 
formed the crew of the schooner reached this 


port yesterday on board the schooner J. W. 
Bigelow. 

The circumstances which attended the wreck 
ofthe Booth Brothers, how she struck on a 
ledge in a furious gale—a gale so heavy that the 
hardy life-savers of the Brigantine Life-Saving 
Station did rot dare to respond to the appeals 
for aid—the abandonment of the sinking oraft 
by the crew, and the unique method by which 
the rescue was finally effected, form a most re- 
inarkable series of marine adventure. It would 
have been appreciated more by the actors had 
it been less exciting. 

The story was told yesterday to a reporter of 
THE NEW-YORK Trmes by Capt. Burdick. His 
schooner, he said, was a three-masted craft of 
330 tons register. As she was a very stanch 
little boat, the Captain concluded to let his 
young wife and his little son accompany him on 
the voyage. He had reason to regret it before 
the vessel was many days out 

The schooner sailed from Tenants Harbor, 
Me., on April 29. She carried as cargo 500 tons 
of paving stores, consigned to a Philadelphia 
firm, but both ship and cargo were claimed by 
Davy Jones. 

The vessel stood down the coast before a fay- 
oring wind, and had generally fair weather un- 
til the latitude of Block Island was reached. 
That was on Monday night. Then it came on 
to blow, and before midnight the little vessel 
was slopping along before a heavy northeast- 
erly gale. At 2 o’clock in the midwatch the 
wind suddenly veered around to the southeast, 
and came in such furious gusts that it was 
found necessary to sheer off several points, so 
as to bring the tumbling cliffs, which threatened 
to swamp the vessel, more on the quarter. 

The schooner rode easier in that position and 
sped elong with increased speed, the gigantic 
Waves racing past her hull as breakers roll 
along the side of a pier. At one moment she 
was buried to hor channels in @ bolling mass of 
foam, and the next, halfef her keel conld be 
seen as the liquid slopes rolled from under her. 

There seemed to be no abatement to the gale 
and the vessel continued to run befereit. The 
speed at which she was being forced through 
the water rapidly lessened the distance be- 
tween her and the breakwater, for which 
point the Captain was steering. The dangerous 
Brigantine Shoals lay over the lee bow, and al- 
though no observations could be taken, Capt 
Burdick was sure that, in setting the course, he 
had allowed ample room to clear that danger. 

Soon after midnight on Thursday morning, 
while the vessel was stil! plunging in the heavy 
seas, all objects were otscured by a driving 
rain squall. Ithid the warning light, which, 
in a few moments later, would have been visi- 
ble directed ahead, and the vessel surged gul- 
lenly along, unconscious of the peril toward 
which she was speeding. One of the big waves 
that came rojling under her stern flung her sky- 
ward as it underran the hull, and as the vessel 
tumbled over the liquid slope, there came a 
shook which huried 6yery man of the crew off 
his feet. 

Every one on board knew instantly what the 
concussion meant. The vessel had struck on a 
ledge on the most dangerous part of the coast. 
That she would go to pieces in a few minutes 
no one doubted. From the way the hull was 

ounding on the ledge it seemed ag if the entire 

ottom would be crushed in. A flare light was 
burned, and an answering point of light which 
hovered in the blackness toward the shore told 
the crew that the dife savers were alert. 

Capt. Burdick looked a moment at the fright- 
ful sea that wasrunning, and instantly conclud- 
ed that even the most reckless life saver would 
not venture in thateurf. Sheet lightning was 
playing about the vessel, and by the spectral 
illumination the foaming caldron of Waters 
leoked too formidable for any lifeboat to ven- 
ture upon. 

The Captain rnshed below to awaken his wife 
and child. Both were aware that some dis- 
aster had overtaken the vessel. Mrs. Burdick 
had been thrown from her berth, and was lying 
half stunned upon the deck when her husband 
appeared. She did not ask what had happened 
when he told her to dress and hurry on deck. 
She tossed some clothing into a chest, with the 
remark that she would at any rate have some- 
thing to woar in the event of being saved. 

An examination of the hold showed two feet 
of water. As soon as the Captain reached the 
deck again he gave orders for the yawl, which 
hung on ite davits astern, to be gotin readiness 
for sowering. The vessel was grinding so 
heavily on the ledge that it seemed as if she 
would go to pieces atany moment. The wind 
was straight on shore, and there appeared no 
possibility of the vessel getting off. 

Then a remarkable thing happened. The gale 
which had been blowing steadily from the east- 
ward suddenly came in a furious blast from the 
opposite direction. The wreck hung a moment 
longer on the fatal ledge, and was then literally 
prized out of hersandy bed by the wind. Alter 
she had been swept clear of the shoal the 
anchor was let go. 

The Captain realized that his vessel had re- 
ceived a fatal wound, and as she was bound to 
sink he wanted her to go down agnear the 
shore as possible, and not drift out to sea be- 
fore the wind, and aink far away from aid. 

As the schooner was settling fast, orders were 
given to lower the yaw!. This was accomplished 
with much difficulty, and the boat was hauled 
under the stern. Two seamen sprang into it to 
keep the frail craft olear of the side, and then 
the Captain lewered his wife and son into the 
boat, and two more sailors gotin. Like a true 
sailor, he intended to be the last to leave his 
vessel, but Mate William Campbell and Cook 
Joseph Walter begged the Captain to join his 
wife ond son and les them take the chance of 
casting off the line and jumping for the boat. 
This was done, and both the gallant fellows 
succeeded in getting on board in safety. 

When the boat was lowered it was the Cap- 
tain’s intention to make the painter fast to the 
mast, 80 that when the vessel sunk the hoat 
could ride to that spar until the gale abated. 
The dim outlines ofa vessel out to seaward 
caused him to abandon that idea and seek s uc- 
cor of the passing craft. 

The boat rapidly drifted before the wind, the 
crew keeping her headed to the seas, by means 
of the oars. This meant constant exertion for 
the men who were engaged in that task, but it 
was a nistter of life or death. The sea was so 
heavy that the boat would instantly have 
swamped had she exposed her beam toit. Asit 
was it required constant bailing to keep her 
aftioat. 

The sail which had lured the boat to 8ea soon 
disappeared, and it began to look as if it was 
all up with the castaways. The schooner sank 
soon after she was abandoned. 

For five hours the little boat drifted seaward 
before the storm. Beiog unprevided with a

A circular life buoy, to which was attached a 
stout line, was then tossed overboard from the 
stern. When it drifted to the boat, Capt. Bur- 
dick made it fast around his wife. She wanted 
to have her little son lashed to her, but the Ca 
tain would not allow it. While she waa 
ing not to be separated from her child, Caps 
Burdiek pieked her up in his arms and lifted 
her into the water. 

The men on the schooner were watching, and 
the instant that the woman reached the water 
sturdy arms began hanling on the line that was 
made fast tothe buoy around her waist She 
was hauled on board wet, pDruised, and more 
dead than alive. 

The little boy was the next Albert is his 
Dame, and he is only six yeara old. He did not 
even whimper when his father lowered him 
into the water. He was got on board in safety. 
All of the others were rescued in the same way, 
but it was three hours before the work of res- 
eue was completed. 

The wrecked schooner was valued at $25,000, 
Her hailing ges was New-London, Cenn. Her 
crew is still on board the Bigelow, which iz 
anchored off Liberty [sland.

From the Providence Journal, 
Capt. Bixby, United States Army, has re 
turned from a week’s visit to Vineyard Island 
Sound and vicinity, where he Dag contractors 
engaged in removing several wrecks which 
have boen obstructions to navigation. The 
principal of these is the yacht Alva, and the 
Captain regrets to report this craft yet intact 
and practically in as goes condition as she 
was when the wreckers left her two er three 
months ago. The sea appears to have little 
effect on the hull, and dynamite is little more 
destractive. The contractors have, in the past 
month, detonated nearly 1,000 pounds of dytia- 
mite, mostof it upon the Alva. The damage 
thus far done is to punoh a few small holes in 
her deck and sides. Butthe two coal barges, 
Storm King and Zulu, which collided with the 
yacht and then sank, are distributed about the 
bottom of the Sound, so that they form no ebata- 
cle to other than orabs and flounders. The 
work upon the Alva will be continued as 
woather permits.

The new Commissioner of Street Im- 
provements of the Twenty-third and 
Twenty-fourth Wards has appointed 
JACOB 8KABOLD as Deputy Comwissioner, 
and has apparently begun a process of re- 
organizing the service of the department 
throughout. Mr. Harren, who has just 
been appointed to succeed the late Mr. 
Heintz, wasthe Tammany candidate for 
the office when H&rInTz was elected as the 
candidate of an independent citizens’ or- 
ganization. The people of the ‘annexed 
district” desired to keep Tammany poli- 
ticsout of the work of opening and im- 
proving streets up there, and they suc- 
ceeded. The death of Mr. Hvinrz opened 
the way, however, because the vacancy 
was to be filled by the Mayor’s appoint- 
ment, but it is only for the rest of this 
year.

The office of Civil Service Commissioner 
has no tenure fixed by law. When Mr.

Mr. CLEVELAND has very wisely and prop- 
erly asked him to withdraw it and to re- 
main in the commission, and Mr. RoosE- 
ve_r will do so. It will necessarily 
be at a considerable sacrifice, for, 
apart from the fact that the salary 
is much lower than it should be, the 
duties of the position are delicate and 
difficult. Mr. RooskvrELT has performed 
them/with unwavering fidelity, with im- 
partiality, courage, and a very high degree 
of skill and good sense.

The case of Mr. WILLIAM ALEXANDER 
CoRNELL has this week invited the dis- 
gusted attention of the readers of the 
newspapers. Everybody who has read the 
reports of it will agree that the man isa 
most detestable villain and blackguard, 
and that hanging would be too good for 
him; and yet it does not appear that he has 
committed any legal offense whatever. 
The charge of murder brought against him 
by the father of his victim seems to be un- 
founded, except morally, and to proceed 
only from the just indignation which is 
shared by every decent person. Every 
social penalty that can be visited upon a 
social outcast ought to be promptly in- 
flicted upon CoRNELL. Yet it is not re- 
ported that any steps have been taken 
even to deprive him of his commission in 
the National Guard, and his superior 
officers express doubts whether they are 
called upon to become censors of morals. 
In the regular army an officer who was 
guilty of what CorNELL confesses would 
be promptly court-martialed and dismissed 
for conduct unbecoming an officer anda 
gentleman. Is it to be understood that an 
officer of the National Guard need not be a 
gentleman nor a decent citizen, but that 
he may be a self-convicted blackguard and 
sneak without forfeiting his standing in 
that organization ?

Gov. McKINLEY is still saying that at 
the national election of last November his 
tariff was so young that the people had 
not had time to understand it and to 
see that it was a measure of the greatest 
beneficence and philanthropy. At the din- 
ner of the Home Market Club in Boston 
Wednesday evening, he said: ‘“‘ When de- 
feat has come it has usually followed some 
great public measure where sufficient time 
had not elapsed to demonstrate its wisdom 
and expediency. That has been true 
of all our defeats.” That was the 
plea of the advocates of McKinleyism 
after the overwhelming defeat of 1890, the 
McKinley bill having become a law one 
month before the election. But when the 
election of 1892 took place the McKinley 
tariff was more than two yearsold. Had 
there not been time enough then for the 
American people to arrive at a sound con- 
clusion as to the “‘wisdom and expedi- 
ency” of the statute? The allowance of 
time was ample, but the “* wisdom and ex- 
pediency” were not seen by a great ma- 
jority of voters, and never will be discov- 
ered by them. Among those who learned 
by sad experience that those were deceived 
who saw wisdom in the McKinley bill was 
the Ohio manufacturer whose ruin was 
hastened by the increased cost of tin plate, 
and by whose fall MCKINLEY’s own fortune 
was swept away. 








After all the confusion of the dispatches 
about the Cuban revolt, the best reason for 
holding it to bea local uprising, of little 
account, is that the Cuban “‘ autonomists” 
who were entitled to speak with authority 
have from the first disavowed any connec- 
tion or any sympathy withit. It is possi- 
ble that the surrender of the Sarrorivs 
brothers and their gang has ended this par- 
ticular manifestation of discontent. The 
discontent remains, but the attributing of 
it by the Parisian press to the Americans 
and the Monroe doctrine is particularly 
absurd. Americans would no doubt be glad 
to have Cuba achieve its independence, 
but the United States have had no tise for 
the island since a generation ago, whenthe 
Southern politicians regarded it as a desir- 
able field for the extension of slavery. At 
present neither the United States nor any 
association of its citizens would be likely 
to bid for the island even if it were in the 
market. It would be questionable policy 
for an American company to take it over 
asa gift, withits present population and 
the present condition of its industry, since 
it is doubtful whether it could be made to 
pay operating expenses, to say nothing of 
“ fixed charges.” 











IN AND OUT OF WALL STREET, 

The excitement in Wall Street reached 
its climax yesterday morning, and then 
rapidly subsided, so that the Exchange 
closed in comparative calm. The an- 
nouncement of the failure of Mr. 8. V. 
WHITE early in the day was felt to be an 
indication that the worst was over. He 
was known to be heavily involved in spec- 
ulation in the peculiar line of stocks 
about which the turmoil centred, and 
few who were aware of the real sit- 
uation thonght that he could stand up 
under the burden that he had assumed. 
Until it was announced that he had failed 
the expectation of his failure was a source 
ofapprehension. After that had occurred 
there was one heavy lunge downward of 
the stocks he had vainly tried to carry, 
and then came the reaction. The panic 
hadrun its course. The wrecks that every 
one dreaded and tried to get away from 
had taken place. Men’s minds, relieved 
from the strain of undefined terror, resumed 
something like their normal operation. 

Meanwhile it was even more. noteworthy 
yesterday than it had been the day before 
that the signs of anything like a general 
panic were wanting. The loan market 
on sound securitics was not materially af- 
fected, nor was there any general lack of 
sound securities. Men who needed money 
to carry tumbling stocks, and had no col- 
lateral to offer except those stocks, had to 
pay very high for such loans as they could 
get. But the ordinary loan market on 
sound security was not seriously re- 
stricted. Why it was not any one can see 
who will take the trouble to consult the 
figures showing the changes in what may 
fairly be called legitimate securities. These 
felt the excitement and the vague yet in- 
tense fear that prevailed on the Stock 
Exchange, but they did not feel it ina way 
to reduce the ability to borrow on them. 
The only perceptible and notable conse- 
quence of the decline they underwent was 
to bring in buyers for investment, whose 
appearance at the brokers’ office was 
very generally remarked yesterday. A 
like phenomenon was to be noted in 
the London market. There everything

and check buying in them was present 
—bad reports of the condition of the New- 
York Stock Exchange, further failures and 
reports of failures in Australasian banks, a 
considerable export of gold to Australia, 
and a marked tendency to stringency in 
discounts. Inthe face of these, American 
securities, necessarily of solid 
kind, not only remained firm, but were at a 
slight advance over New-York prices. Not 
only was this the fact, but the orders for 
buying came from the Continent and from 
the provinces as well as from local in- 
vestors. 

Another feature of the business of the 
last three days, and one that has a peculiar 
significance, has been the steadiness in real 
estato values, and the readiness with 
which loanson improved realty have been 
obtained at from 4 per cont. to 4!y percent. 
Men do not buy real estate or lend money 
freely on it when money is really scarce, 
because, either as investment or as secu- 
rity, real estate is not what is known as 
‘“‘available.” It cannot be readily sold, 
unless money is fairly easy; it cannot 
be sold at all, save at a ruinoiis reduc- 
tion, when money isin sharp and sudden 
demand. Theindications afforded by this 
particular market are confirmed by the re- 
ports of conservative bankers, who deal, 
not with any special class, but with repre- 
sentatives of many classes, and do a gen- 
eral mercantile business. They declare 
that their affairs have moved along while 
the brokers were going wild over the 
more irregular ‘‘ industrials,” without dis- 
turbance or any sign of disturbance. All 
this goes to show that tho amazing 
demonstration on the Stock Exchange 
was the effect of “localized” speculation. 
What the immediate future may bring 
about in the stocks that have whirled up

‘and down within the past three days no 


one can tell. The chances now are that 
they will remain for some time about 
where they are, but whether they do or 
not the business men of the country can 
afford to remain indifferent to their course. 
It has been proved that their wildest fluc- 
tuations do not seriously involve general 
business.

THE ATTITUDE OF MINISTER STEVENS. 
When the true history of the annexation 
movement at Honolulu shall bave been 
laid before the American people it will be 
seen, we think, that Minister STeVENs’s 
course was by no means in accord with the 
rules of diplomatic propriety. Our Wash- 
ington correspondent said yesterday: 


“TItis beginning to appear that the arrival of 
the Boston wus not accidental, that the revolt 
was not spontancous, thatit was not provoked 
by anything that happened just: before the rev- 
olution, but that it had been maturely con- 
sidered, all plans understood and approved here 
in Washington, the Bosion sent out to be there 
just at the time she arrived, and that Capt. 
WILTSE knew that he was expected to take just 
the part he did in the revelution. The prob- 
ability is that everytbing justifying the belief 
that our flag was raised at Honolulu under cir- 
cumstances that made its appearance indecent 
will be proved, and that it will be shown that in 
landing United States forces and employing 
them to assure suscess to the seizure of power 
by afew persons, this country did something 
which a sense of justice and fairness required 
that we should disavow and seek to repair.” 

Minister STEVENS was s0 aulxious to 
earry out the plans which had been per- 
fected that he landed the troops before the 
revolutionary leaders were ready for them. 
The provisional Government was not pro- 
claimed until those who had undertaken 
to establish it were supported by the pres- 
ence in Honolulu of the armed forces of the 
United States, 

We invite attention to an interesting bit 
of evidence relating to the curious anxiety 
of Mr. STEVENS and indicating that for 
several months he had entertained a con- 
suming desire for annexation. Immediate- 
ly after the arrival of the Hawaiian Com- 
missioners at San Francisco, our neighbor, 
the Sun, asserted that the acquisition of 
the Hawaiian Islands had been “ acardinal 
point” in Mr. BLarne’s policy. Our neigh- 
bor also said: 

“ When Mr. BLAINE became Secretary of State, 
four years ago, one of his first cares was to sta- 
tion at Honolulu, as United States Minister to 
Hawaii, his intimate and trusted personal 
friend, the Hon, Joun L. Stevens of Augusta. 
It is now only two months since Minister 
STEVENS printed in his newspaper, the Kenne- 
bec Journal, a remarkable article designed to 
prepare public opinion in the United States for 
the great opportunity that is now before Con- 
gress. With as much precision as diplomatic 
propriety allowed, he notified the country of 
the actual situation in the Sandwich Islands 
and warned us that the day was at hand when 
the ownership of Hawaii must be ecttled for 
all time.” 

The article by means of which Minister 
STEVENS sought to ‘‘prepare public upin- 
ion” was published in the Kennebec Jour- 
nal of Nov. 24. Asitisan interesting ex- 
hibit in the case, we quote parts of it: 

“It is an accepted truism that nations, as well 
as individuals, have their opportunities and 
duties, and that the neglect of them, through 
indolence or cowardice, surely brings retribu- 
tion in one form or another. * * * America 
divides with Europe the commerce of the At 
lantic, Europe having the advantage by num- 
bers, position, and prestige. But on the great 
western ocean America can casily take the lead 
and hold it securely against all competitors. 

“To do this she must improve her opportuni- 
ties. Sloth and cowardice never win anything 
worth haying. Timo waits neither for indivia- 
nals nor nations. Success is for those who 
dare.” 

Mr. SreveENs then, ‘‘with as much pre- 
cision as diplomatic propriety allowed,” 
asserted that although 
Pacific, ‘‘ England, lrance, Spain, and Ger- 
many,” had been “ greedy, grasping, and 
sometimes insulting as to American inter- 
ests” in the Hawaiian Islands, those isl- 
ands were ‘“‘not yet lost to us,’ and con- 


*“ our rivals” in the 


tinued as follows: 

“The time is near at hand when we must do- 
cide who sbali hold these islands as a part of 
their national territory. It is not possible for 
them much longer to remain alone. Their 
people and the United States will soon be com- 
pelled by circumstances and events to decide 
whether the Hawalian Islands will have unity, 
liberty, and autonomy with the United States, 
or become a colonial possession of a European 
power. * * * Shall Americans sleep while 
others are awake to take from them these nat- 
ural advantages! Time and tide wait neither 
for men nor nations.”’ 

We assume that our contemporary had 
good reasons for asserting that Minister 
STEVENS was the author of this article. It 
throws much light upon the real attitude 
of our diplomatic representative in Hono- 
lulu toward the project of the revolution- 
ists and should be read in connection with 
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his dispatches and the record of his acts at 
the time of the revolution and after the 
troops were landed.

home rule for cities and for local divisions 
of the State.” ; 

There is an unfortunate mingling of pur- 
poses in this movement at its very incep- 
tion. While Lieut. Gov. SuerHan’s tricky 
performance had a political motive and a 
political object, the offense perpetrated by 
him and by the Legislature and the Gov- 
ernor was an offense against the people of 
Buffalo, irrespective of party. While local 
self-government may be a principle avowed 
by the Democratic Party of the State and 
a “longline of honored Democratic lead- 
ers,” it is very generally accepted by Re- 
publicans as well as Democrats, and the 
policy of divorcing municipal administra- 
tion from party politics probably has about 
as many supporters in one party as the 
other. 

The main issue involved in the Buffalo 
contest is one of municipal government, 
and it ought not to be made one of faction 
in the politics of one party. Depriving an 
independent and upright Mayor, who has 
the confidence of all parties, of the power 
of appointment to confer it upon another 
officer, who is a subservient partisan, for 
the purpose of making an important de- 
partment of the Municipal Government 
serve the ends of any party machine, is an 
outrage not upon Democrats or Republic- 
ans but upon the citizens of the commu- 
nity affected. It is destructive of sound 
methods of municipal administration and 
ruinous to the common interests of the peo- 
ple. Itisnota party question, and much 
less is it a question to be settled by a con- 
test for control between two factions of 
the same party. 

If it is the purpose of the movement 
started in Buffalo to secure the election of 
local officers in the interest of good gov- 
ernment for that city, free from the domi- 
nation of party machines, or even in the 
interest of ‘“‘home rule for cities,” it would 
have been better to form an organization 
with that end in view in which citizens of 
both parties could work together. To or- 
ganize ‘‘as Democrats of the City of Buf- 
falo and the County of Erie,” with a party 
name, is to repel Republicans from the 
support of the movement and to léssen the 
chance of defeating the Sheehan machine 
in the municipalcontest, while it will make 
it almost impossible for the new organiza- 
tion to elect its own candidates for local

TAMPERING WITH LEGISLATIVE BILLS. 

There is soinething very puzzling in the 
allegations that have been made in regard 
to the tampering with bills at Albany be- 
tween their passage and their appearance 
before the Governor for approval It is 
impossible to make out what these allega- 
tions amount to without a comparison of 
the text of the bills in dispute as they were 
introduced, as they were passed, and as 
they appeared on leaving the engrossing 
room, and nobody has furnished the means 
for such a comparison. The form in which 
the bills were engrossed is not made pub- 
lic, but only general statements are made 
as to their having undergone changes. 

It seems very improbable that the al- 
leged change in the Dock Department bill 
should have been made by an engrossing 
clerk. It not easy to surmise under 
what instigation or with what motive the

change should have been made. 
the change may be—and what it is does not 
yet appear very clearly—it was probably due 
to somebody’s blundering carelessness. It 
is pretty certain that the St. George Park 
bill, which seems to have created so much 
surprise all of a sudden, was not manufact- 
ured by the engrossing clerks.

Less prominent members of the Assem- 
bly and of the Senate all through the ses- 
sion were accustomed simply to do what 
they were told to do by party leaders, and 
there was no inducemeut for them: to | 
bother about the merits of bills or to take 
pains to look into their details. Where 
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legislative work is done in this slipshod 
way, with no vigilance or conscientious 
attention to details by committees or by 
members on the floor of the two houses, 
there is every opportunity for tampering 
with bills without discovery, if- anybody 
has a surreptitious object to gain by it, and 
there is still more a chance for all sorts of 
careless work to pass unnoticed. The re- 
sult of the general heedlessnéss is that no- 
body can trace the fault or ascertain when, 
where, how, or by whom the mangling of 
bills was done. This comes of having leg- 
islators who do somebody’s bidding in a 
perfunctory way instead of giving their 
attention assiduously to public duty as 
responsible representatives of the people. 





PADEREWSKI AND CHICAGO. 


The news of the collapse of Mr. Papr- 
REWSKI, the pianist, which Tur Times 
published yesterday, will not be surprising 
to anybody who considers the causes that 
have broughtit about. It is a lamentable 
conclusion to the two most successful sea- 
sons thatany musicalartist hasever enjoyed 
in this country, but there seems to be no 
reason to apprehend that it will be other 
than transient, and, as we say, it is fully 
accounted for. To begin with, the musical 
temperament is necessarily a temperament 
of extreme sensitiveness and excitability. 
The nervous strain of a season’s almost con- 
tinuous concert playing, by an artist who is 
always intent upon doing his best, is some- 
thing to which hardly any othercalling pre- 
sentsany parallel. Itissaid that a milerace 
takes more out of a thoroughbred than a 
season’s plowing, and certainly a season 
of concerts is a more severe ordeal than a 
year’s hard work at any ordinary occupa- 
tion, mental or mechanical. 

It was remarked at the last of Mr. PApE- 
REWSKIS concerts in New-York that his 
playing gave evidence of the fatigue he had 
undergone. It was doubtless a mistake for 
him, after such a warning, to undertake to 
close his American career by traveling 
2,000 miles in order to give two concerts at 
his own expense. It was a very generous 
mistake, however, being nothing less than 
a@ proposition to give at least $5,000, which 
he could have earned, to a national en- 
terprise in recognition of the welcome he 
had received from the American people. 
After making this sacrifice he was met with 
the question whether the authorities of the 
World’s Fair would allow him to play for 
nothing if he played his own piano. This 
question was decided in the interest of 
civilization and decency, but after a 
struggle which must have had its 
effect upon the astonished artist, and 
after it was decided, the treatment 
he received from a great part of the press 
of Chicago would have been highly dis- 
creditable toa band of Piutes. The Chi- 
cago Tribune was almost alone in discuss- 
ing the question with common decency, 
not to speak of courtesy and hospitality to 
a generous and distinguished stranger. 
Although it had been repeatedly published 
that he was entirely free to use any piano 
he preferred, one journal of Chicago grace- 
fully referred to him asa “hireling” or a 
“piano player working in behalf of his 
principals,” and as attaining his ‘‘ success” 
(of giving $5,000 to the World’s Fair) 
“through the favor of men in authority 
who may be open to the same objection as 
himself of being the paid agents” of piano- 
makers who did not choose to exhibit their 
wares. These are by no means the most 
boorish or brutal of the insults that were 
offered to him by the Chicago press. It is 
not in the least wonderful that such a re- 
ception by the press, which, for all he 
knew, represented the public of Chicago, 
should haye proved too much for nerves 
already extremely tried. 

The result of appointing the promiscuous 
American business man or politician toa 
place where he may be required to pass 
upon questions of art was illustrated in the 
proceedings of the National Commission, in 
which the delegates from Kansas and lowa 
protested against allowing a pianist to use 
his own piano, the latter going so far as to 
introduce a resolution calling for the re- 
moval of the offending instrument, “ at the 
point of the bayonet, if necessary.” Even 
this action has been outdone by the dele- 
gate from Utah, who has since introduced 
into the same body a proposal to investi- 
gate a charge that Mr. THEopOoRE THomas 
was concerned in a plot to levy blackmail 
upon certain makers or sellers of harps in 
Chicago.

Diphtheric Poison from Apples.

TALKING WITH MR. CLEVELAND 


MANY PROMINENT NEW-YORKERS 
VISIT THE WHITE HOUSE. 








Mr. McClelland Tells the President What 


the Machine Is Trying té Do—He Called 
at the Post Office Department, as Did 
Messrs. Poucher and Mowry—Smith M. 
Weed Confers with Secretary Lamont— 
Mr. Cummings Sees Mr. Cleveland About 
Appointments in This State. 


WASHINGTON, May 5.—The New-York State 
Democrats who came to Washington yesterday 
have managed to create a good deal of political 
gossip. Col. William L. Brown, Senator Mo- 
Clelland, William A. Poucher, H. J. Mowry, and 
Robert Grier Monroe have been the subject of 
more comment to-day than any other five men 
in the olty. Without anything definite to pro- 
ceed upon, the gossips have decided that these 
gentlemen are here in response to invitations 
from the President, and their doings to-day 
have been closely watched in consequence. 

Mr. McClelland was one of the first callers at 
the White House this morning. He remained 
only about ten minutes. When he emorged 
from the consultation room, he was met by a 
number of newspaper men, who asked him all 
sorts of questions concerning his mission. Mr. 
McClelland is something of a diplomat and his 
replies, while ready, really gave his interloocu- 
tors little satisfaction. He returned to the man- 
sion at 2 o’clook, by appointmen?, and hada 
long conversation with Mr. Cleveland concern- 
ing the political situation in Westchester Coun- 
ty, as he found it Wednesday, when he went 
through a bitter fight to secure re-election as 
Chairman of the Democratic County Commit- 
tee. 

Mr. MeClelland makes no secret of his belief 
that the Democratic machine of New-York id 
working industriously to weaken the power of 
the Administration in every county of the 
State. He came to Wasbington armed with 
facts in relation to this movement, and there is 
no reason to doubt that he presented all of them 
to the President. 

Mr. MoOClelland saw Fourth Assistant Post- 
master General Maxwell also to-day, and the 
knowing ones immediately jumped to the con- 
clusion that he had something to say about the 
distribution of the fourth-class Post Offices in 
hie district. Mr. MoClelland started for home 
on, the late train to-night, 

Messrs. Poucher and Mowry ¢alled at the 
White House and afterward visited the Post 
Office Department. They pursued a policy of 
silence regarding the object of their visit to 
Washington at this time. A number of peeple 
attempted to draw Mr. Poucher out on the sub- 
ject of the New-York Collectorship, but he re- 
fused to take the bait. 

“Tam just looking around,” he said to his 
questioners, and they had to be satisfied with 
this. 

Col. Brown did not go near the White House, 
but visited with several of his friends at the 
Shoreham a good part of the day. 

“I’m here simply to have a{good time,” he 
said to the correspondent of Tus New-York 
Times. “Atthis time of year Washington is 
the prettiest city of the country, and I conclud- 
ed to come over and enjoy life here for a week

The political gossips were given additional 
food for discussion to-night, when it became 
known that Smith M, Weed of Plattsburg was 
in consultation with Secretary Lamont at the 
Arlington.

HOKE SMITH ON HORSEBAOK. 


The Only Member of the Cabinet Who 
Likes the Exercise. 





WASHINGTON, May 5.—‘ Hoke Smith is coming 
on horseback.’”’ The White House attendant 
who sent this startling piece of information fiy- 
ing through the corridors of the Executive Man- 
sion about 11 o’clock this morning had just 
caught sight of the tall form of the Secretary 
of the Interior, mounted ona big bay horse, 
coming along Pennsylvania Avenue, 

By the time the Secretary had turned his steed 
into the White House grounds, the windows of 
the mansion framed many faces whose owners 
were enjoying the unusual sight of a Cabinet 
officer coming to a Cabinet meetingin this old- 
fashioned manner. 

Mr. Smith came up at a smart gallop and 
showed that he was thoroughly at nome in the 
saddle. He wore a black Prince Albert 
coat, with dark trousers, which were pre- 
vented from “hitching up” by straps 
passed beneath his shoes. A silk tile 
was on his head, and it did not deviate 
by a fraction of an inch from the perpendic- 
ular. Two colored men were ready to hold the 
horse when he stopped in the porte-cochére, and 
Mr. Smith dismounted, brushed the dust. from 
his garments, and walked briskly to the Cabinet 
room. When the meeting was over, he rode 
back to his oftice. 

The appearance of Mr. Smith on horseback 
recalled, to many who saw him, the early days 
of Mr. Cleveland’s first Administration, when 
the carriages of the Cabinet officera were dis- 
carded on the score of economy and the officials 
wept to the Cabinet meetings in the way which 
seemed most convenient to them. At that time 
Secretary Lamar, who had been used to horses 
all his life, caused a ripple of excitement to roll 
over the town by taking to the saddle in his fre- 
quent trips to the White House from his depart- 
ment. 

Mr. Smithis tbe only memberof Mr. Cleve- 
land’s present Cabinet who loves to bestride 
norse. He lately brought his favorite saddler 
from Georgia, and will soon be a familiar figure 
on the avenues of Washington. 

Betore the meeting of the Cabinet, a number 
of people from various parts of the country saw 
Mr. Cleveland. Boon after Mr. Catchings 
emerged from the President's private room, the 
appointment of Harry H. Kain of Mississippi to 
be Collector of Customs for the District of 
Vicksburg, was announced. Richard Dalton of 
Missourt was appointed Surveyor of Customs of 
the Port of St. Louis. Later in the day Mr. 
Cleveland named the widow of Senator Kenna 
of West Virginia as Postmistress at Charleston, 
West Va.

UNLUCKY BROKERAGE HOUSES. 


Ferris & Kimball and W. L. Patton & Co. 
Joined “Deacon” White. 


Ferris & Kimball, whose suspension was 
announced about two hours after that of 
“Deacon” White, and who do business 
at6 Wall Street, assigned to William P. 
Dixon of 80 Broadway. Floyd Ferris and 
William A. Kimball, who compose the 
firm, each made an individual assignment 
also to Mr. Dixon. The firm gave a prefer- 
ence to Mrs. Anna W. Ferris for $22,000, 
the amount of a special deposit. “4 
Mr. Kimball lives in Jersey City. He 
has been a member of the Stock Exchange 
since January, 1880, and was a partner 
in the first firm of Ferris & Kimball, who 
in 1876 succeeded A. M. Ferris & Brother. 
Floyd Ferris is a son of A. M. Ferris, who 
retired from business on July 1, 1892, at 
which time the firm of A. M. Ferris & Kim- 
ball was succeeded by Ferris & Kimball. 
Young Mr. Ferris had been inthe firm since 
July, 1885. They announced after the 
failure that they had no contracts on the 
Stock Exchange. 

Assignee Dixon was unable to say how 
the affairs of the firm would come out. Its 
tumble was due to the failure of customers 
to respond to calls for margins, The firm’s 
capital was wiped out. 

W. L. Patton & Co., who announced the 
third failure of the day, did business at 96 
Broadway. Henry L. Saltonstall was the 
junior partner. They made an assignment 
to Barclay E. V. McCarty without prefer- 
ences, 

Mr.Patton has been a member of the 
Stock Exchange since June, 1880. He was 
originally of Van Deventer & Patton, who 
succeeded Ludlow Patton & Co., Ludlew 
Patton being his uncle, in April, 1873. In 
April, 1882, the firm became W. L. Patton 
& Co. They traded largely in Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy, Rock Island, 
Reading; and Atchison stocks. 

Their firm has stood high, and in ordinary 
times the failure would have madea great 
stirin the Street. Yesterday, however, jit 
did not do so. That the house did an ex- 
tensive business was shown when its con- 
tracts on the Stock Exchange were closed 
out under the rules. 

Three hundred shares of Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Fé stock were bought in 
for Patton & Co.’s account, while the sales 
footed up nearly 16,500 shares. In this 
list were 2,100 shares of Rock Island 
stock, 6,600 shares of Chicago, Burlington 


and Quincy; 400 shares of Atchison, 7,000 
shares of Reading, 27 shares of Cleveland, 
Cincinnati, Chicago, and St. Louis pre- 
ferred; 10 shares of New-England, 10 of 
Michigan Central, 200 of Colorado Fuel, 
and 80 of Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago 
and St. Louis common. 

Neither the members of the firm nor the 
assignee were able yesterday afternoon to 
tell definitely the condition of things. ‘The 
failure they attributed to the break in the 
market and the ealling of loans by the 


anks. 

Schuyler Walden of 30 Broad Street, who 
went down on Thursday, was able to get a 
better view of his affairs yesterday, In re- 
ply to questions of a New-York TIMEs re- 

porter as to how much he had lost or might 
loos ore the National Cordage people, 
he said:

CORDAGE WORKS NOT TO CLOSE. 





Receiverships Due to Fear of Creditors’ 
Attacks—A Wall Street Story. 


Much was to be done yesterday to com- 
plete the arrangements for putting the re- 
ceivers of the National Cordage Company, 
appointed the night ‘before by Chancellor 
MeGill in Jersey City, in complete control 
of the concern. , 

Messrs. E. F. C. Young and G. W. Loper, 
the receivers, had given bonds for $200,- 
000 éach, with George F. Perkins, & paper 
dealer; John Mullins, 'a furniture dealer 
of Jersey City, and Willard P. Whitwell 
of Elizabeth, N. J., as sureties, but there 
remained other legal formalities to be 
observed. 

Accordingly, Judge Wallace, in, the 
United: States Circuit Court in this city, 
was petitioned to appoint the same re- 
ceivers. He did so, and notified Messrs. 


.Young and Loper to furnish $100,000 


bonds each. 

Hornblower. Byrne & Taylor made the 
application to Judge Wallace as attorneys 
for A. V. H. Ellis of Westchester, a Cordage 
stockholder. The petition set forth the 
facts on which Chancellor McGill had 
acted, and declared that the company’s 
obligations to become due in May, June, 
July, August, and September would exceed 

At the company’s offices, 135 Front 
Street, there was arush of visitors, few of 
whom succeeded in seeing the officers, who 
were busy with their lawyers. There were 
Wall Street men anxious to secure state- 


ments in reply to current rumors about the 

company and its managers and about re- 

ports that a large amount on notes had 
n protested. 

Then, too, there were dapper young men, 
in fashionable attire, who sppereutly 
knew the Country Club better than Wall 
Street, and who sought the officers of the 
company with great earnestness. As a rule 
their cards came back to them and they 
had to depart disconsolate. 

Some of these young gentlemen had evi- 
dently risen very early in hopes of getting 
official information about Cordage. One 
of the most nervous of them was buttoned 
to the chin in a light overcoat, beneath 
which showed a pair of dress trousers. 

The conferences in the private offices 
went on till evening, and in business hours 
nothing but a brief statement was given 
out to anxious Wall Street. It was from 
President James M. Woseenery, and was 
to the effect that his affairs had become 
somewhat embarrassed throngh loans 
which he made to the Cordage Company, as 
well as attempts made to support the stock. 
The receivership of the company would in 
a@ measure relieve him as well as his asso- 
ciates, thus strengthening their condition. 

In the evening it was possible to secure 
more detailed statements from representa- 
tives of the company. Charles L. Atter- 
bury, its atrerner. was seen at his home, 7 
East Thirty-thi treet by a New-York 
TIMES reporter. e had been in close 
consultation with the officers of the com- 
pany from early morning and said that he 
wou ic geebatey be compelled to labor a 
great part of the night in order to prepare 
the papers for applications for receivers in 


*the different States in which the company 


had its plants. 

“I am — worn out,” he said, 
**but I think that within three or four days 
we will have everything straightened out, 
not only to the satisfaction of the stock- 
holders, but also of the public.” 

‘It has been rumored that a number of 
the officers of the company were so ham- 
pered by the application for a receivership 
that they were Obliged to make assignments 
to protect their creditors. Is that true?” 

**So far as I know, and I think that I am 
in a position to know, there has been no 
assignment.” 

“Jt was also rumored this evening that 
some of the Cordage Company’s paper had 
gone to protest. Is that true?” 

‘As a natural result of the events of the 
past few days it must be true.” 

“Do you know if any of the company’s 
notes were protested to-day 1” 

“I presume they were—they must have 
been; but that portion of the unfortunate 
affair did not come to my notice.” 

*Have you any information as to the 
amount of the notes which will shortly 
accrue 1” ‘ 

“JT think, but Iam not positive, that it 
will reavh $200,000.” 

‘In addition to this, are there many notes 
likely to fall due within the next few 
months ?” 

** So far as I have been able to ascertain, 
there are quite a number. They extend 
along until the latter part of September, 
: mW they te $2,000,000 

™ ey aggregate R y a 
figure mentioned on the Street to-day ? * 

“lt is possible they will. I only know 
that the company has out quite an amount 
of paper which it would be able to meet 
when due had it not been for the stringency 
of the money market.” 

‘It has also been rumored that the com- 
pany’s works would be closed ?” 

“That rumor! can most emphaticall 
deny, and any one who givesa moment’s 
thought to the extensive business the com- 
pany has been doing and is doing will rec- 
ognize how suicidal such a course would 
be. Why, right here in the vicinity of 
New-York alone we have 7,000 operatives, 
and inasmuch as we have had not one 
query from them, you can see how im- 
me nl they trust the company. All the 

ands of the company throughout the 
country have been paid in fulland Saturda 
they will receive their wages as usua 
There is one statement I want to make 
before we go any further, and that is that 
the company applied for this receivership 
in New-Jersey and New-York, and I pre- 
sume the same has been donein the other 
States in order’ to protect itself against 
anxious creditors who desired to attach 
the property. Had the attachments 
been wade before the receivers were ap- 
pointed, chaos would have resulted anda 
valuable pooner would have been totally 
ruined. sitis now,the company is fully 

rotected, and as soon as the trouble of the 
ast few days is righted the company will 
be on its feet again and perfectly solvent.” 

Mr. Appleton Sturgis, the manager of the 
insurance department of the company, 
who is conyérsant with much of the de- 
tails of the company’s work, was seen at 
his house at 90 East Tenth Street. 

“There is one phase of this complica- 
tion,” he said, *‘ which is not understood 
by the public, and which will show how 
the company gotinto this situation. The 
Cordage Company hasits plants in many 
States, and, so faras everyday business is 
concerned, each plant might be considered 
a@ unit, transacting its own business, buy- 
ing its stock, and hiring its own operatives, 
but at the same time forwarding state- 
ments to the company’s officein New-York. 

“Now, suppose you are a merchant in 
Detroit. You want to buy $50,000 worth 
of cordage, but you are not in a position to 
pay cash down on the delivery of the goods, 
and go you send the company your notes at 
three, six, d nine months’ time. The 
company kifows your standing i> A1, it ac- 
pts your notes, and forwards the goods. 

‘Then the company deposits your notes 





in bank after indorsing them. This is done 
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not in one city, but in hundreds of them 


throughout the country. So for a few, 


years the notes glide through, obligations 
are met all around, and the company makes 
money. But there comes a time when 
money is tight, and the first persons to feel 
it are the buyers. They cannot meet their 
notes, and they are protested. The bank 
notifies the Cordage Company, and it has 
got to make good its indorsements. 

“This was really the cause of the Cord- 
age Company’s trouble. It carried too 
much of this kind of paper and so, when 
the bears learned that the banks had called 
for payment of the notes, they began a con- 
certed movement on the gtock, and the re- 
sult you know.” 

In the gossip of Wall Street yesterday, 
Was a new narrative Eporhe to account 
for the slump in Cordage stock preceding 
the receivership. 

Within thirty days, the story goes, the 
Cordage people applied to Drexel, Morgan 
& Co. for a loan of $2,000,000. Before 
making this loan it is reported that the 
bankers put their experts on the Cordage 
books, looked thoroughly into its affairs, 
and convincing themselves of the sound- 
ness of the concern, made the loan. In ad- 
dition to this, bankers in New-York, among 
them the London and Brazilian Bank, 
granted the company letters of credit to 
the extent of £500, to import merchan- 
dise with. And these matters serve to 
show the credit the Cordage company ®n- 
joyed upto the time of the beginning of 
the decline, 

_ Then the story deals with the slump and 
its cause. James R. Keene, it recites, some 
time ago hada blind pool in Cordage for 
the purpose of bulling the stock. In this 
combination Cordage people were an im- 
portant factor, Mr. Keene manipulating the 
eon In the manipulation he found 
that stock was being sold to him secretly 
by members of the pool itself. ‘Thereupon 
he sent for a Cordage representative and 
accused him of operating outside of the 

ool and violfting his agreement. Mr. 

eone stated to him squarely that he was 
aware that he had been buying some of 
the Cordage man’s stock. 

The accused professed great indignation 
at the charge, and said he would have noth- 
ing more to do with the matter. He would 
either sell out or buy out, and he made the 
proposition to take over all the pool stock 
at cost, plus interest at 6 percent. Mr. 
Keene promptly sold him the stock for 
cash, and then, being out of Cordage, went 
into a poolin Whisky. The Cordage inter- 
ests continued to boom their stock by going 
into an open pool with Henry Allen & Co. 
as the leading brokers, and thus trans- 
ferred the account to that firm. Allen & 
Co. had formerly been bears on Cordage, 
but having this account, turned bulls. — 

Mr. Keene, the story goes, went into 
Whisky to boom it, and the Cordage 
people, finding that he was largely inter- 
ested in it, and having a grudge against 
Keene for his accusations of duplicity in 
the old Cordage pool, immediately attacked 
Whisky strongly, and forceda heavy de- 
cline, causing a loss of $1,000,000 to the 
bulls. 1 of this increased Mr. Keene’s 
antipathy to the Cordage crowd. There- 
fore, when the Cordage Company, 
feeling the need of more money 
arranged to sell a new issue of preferred. 
stock for cash, Mr. Keene, seeing an oppor- 
tunity fora bear raid on Cordage and its 
people immediately used the silver ques- 
tion and financial situation, together with 
the weakness thus displayed by Cordage, 
as a means of assisting himin selling the 
market down on that stock. The result 
was the crippling of Cordage until he had 
sold the stock down to 24 the other day. 

lt was then rumored in the market that 
Cordage insiders had been forced to assign, 
whereupon the stock advanced from 24 to 
28 and the Cordage folks came out with the 
statement that they had not assigned and 
had no thought of at re 80. 

Mr. Keene, it is amiably related, discov- 
ered that he had still left some life in his 
foes and made up his mind further to 
squeeze them. He immediately began to 
sell Cordage down, and it declined to 15. 
Then the Cordage Company had to put the 
whole matter into the hands of a receiver. 

Deputy Sheriff Young yesterday received 
an attachment of $55,365 against the 
National Cordage Company in favor of 
Thebaud Brothers, shipping and commis- 
sion merchants at 87 broad Street, for 
3,298 bales of ane purchased between 
April 22 and May 3 for cash, but which 
were not paid for. The attachment was 
granted on the ground of a foreign corpora- 
tion and was served on George W. Loper, 
one of the receivers appointed in New- 
Jersey. 

John Good has been the leading com- 

etitor of the National Cordage Company, 

ut now he thinks that he can help it out 
in its reorganization. The Directors of his 
corporation, the John Good Cordage and 
Machinery Company, met yesterday at their 
offices in the Morris building and appointed 
a committee of three—JohnG. Jenkins, Con- 
troller Myers, and James D. Leary—to re- 
ceive overtures from the National Cordage 
people. Mr. Jenkins went to 135 Front 
Street, but failed to see Mr. Waterbury or 
his associates. 

** A course of consolidation would mean 
an absorption by our company,” Mr. Good 
said after the Director’s session. ‘‘ We are 
desirous of treating the National people 
well, and we would be willing to take them 
in on fair terms.” 





WOMEN VIEW THE BATTLE. 


One Young Lady in the Gallery Declared 
It as Good as a Matinee, 


With the sound of the gong at 3 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon, signifying the closing of the 
New-York Stock Exchange for the day, there 
arose from every throat in that tired throng 
on the floor a mighty cheer that seemed to set 
the stained-glass panes in the lofty ceiling to 
rattling. Hats soared aloft, handkerchiefs 
waved, and the younger and friskier brokers 
performed a few steps of a Wall Street war 
dance. 

The Stock Exchange was showing its relief 
that the toil of battle was over, if only for one 
day, with hope of better things in sight. 

The scene in the galleries of the Exchange 
yesterday has never, according to the state- 
ment of some of the oldest members, been par- 
alleled. 

From below, the gallery resembled a huge 
amphitheatre, from which people bent over to 
watch the bulls and bears fight. 

Staircases and passageways were choked with 
spectators, who surged and swayed in sympathy 
with the surging and swaying crowd below 
them. 

For the first time on reoord, it is said, the 
Manager’s room was invaded, every seat in its 
balcony holding a fashionably-dressed woman, 
who bit her lips and grasped her handkerchief 
tightly, as if to prevent herself from orying out 
in sheer excitement as the Cordage crowd 
tumbled over each other. 

in fact, women formed afair percentage of 
the spectators all along the curving lines of the 
gallery. Most of them were young, pretty, and 
well dressed, and the spiritin which they had 
eome to look op at a battle which means the 
triumph of one mon at the cost of another was 
exemplified by a fair young creature, who, with 
@ bunch of American Beauties at her breast and 
@ monstrous box of candy in her hand, lisped 
out to her escort: ‘* Why, Fred, it's as good asa 
mnatinée."’ 

One curious feature of the scene on tho floor 
Was the way all those human eddies, contrary 
currents, and flows would at times mingle and 
inake one flood, which would pour down on one 
point. 

Two or three men walking over to any stock 
meant the scurrying after them of half a hun- 
dred more, like so many sheep after the beil 
wether. 

At 2 o’clock there was a sudden and curious 
lull. The brokers seemed tired ont, and the 
men slouched carelessly and wearily about the 
tloor, haggard and hollow-eyed as if the tension 
they were under had almost reached the suap- 
ping point. 

“They look like a lot of fellows who have 
been out all night,” said one of the spectators. 

The tumult soon recommenced, however, not 
to end till the gung brought resp ite.

New Police Precinct.

The steamboat squad, now known as the 
Twenty-cighth Precinct, will be designated as 
the Thirty-seventh Precinot, 

The new station house will not-be ready for 
@coupancy for perhaps a month. 

It is believed that Capt. Josiah A. Westervelt 
now in commaad of the City Hall police, will 
be placed in obarge of the new precinot. 





Waiters Bring Suit for Wages. 


Two of the striking waiters of the Holland 
House yesterday sued Manager Baumann of 
that hotel in the Fourth Judicial District 
Civil Court to recever two weeks’ wages, which 
they claimed was due them when they 
wernt out on strike. The defense was that 
comtracts had been made with the wait- 
ere requiring them to give three days’ no- 
tice should they desire to leave the service of 
the hetel. By the terms of the agreements, it 
was alleged, the waiters.agreed to forfeit wages 
due if they failed to give the notice.

Mr. Morse Would Convert Almy. 
CoxCcoRD, N. H,, May 5.—Almy, whose execu- 
tion is so near at hand, has received a little 
book and a letter from Congressman Morse of 
Massachueetts. In the letter Mr. Morse says he 
has heard that the condemned man is uncon- 


cerned about his future, and he advises him to 
read the book, which tells of the conversion of 
another murderer not many weeks before his 
execution. The Congressman says: 

“ Wicked and bad as may have beenjyour past 
life I might not have been any better had I had 
the same circumstances and surroundings and 
temptations, so that I assure you of my pro- 
found sympathy in your unfortunate situation. 
At the same time I say to you, that by repent- 
ance and faith in the Lord Jesus Christ you may 
exchange a prison cell in Conoord, N. H., fora 
home in heaven. I feel compelled to say that I 
believe an awful doom awaits those who die in 
or out of jail, on a bed of down or on a seaffold, 
who are impenitent.”

“A BIG PROBLEM IN FINANCE 





They Now Owe About $15,000,000—This 
Must Be Paid Out of the Gate KRe- 
ceipts, Which Calls for a Daily Attend- 
ance of 164,000—The Concessions Ex- 
pected to Pay the Daily Expenses—The 
Bills Now Amount to $45,000 a Day, 
but Will Be Cut Down. 


Cnicaco, May 5.—Now that the gates of the 
World’s Fair have been opened and the exhibi- 
tion unanimonsly declared to be the greatest 
ever held, taking into consideration the number 
and excellence of the various displays and the 
architectural merit of the buildings, the Di- 
rectors are confronted with the very serious 
problem of how to make both ends meet. 

An immense amount of money has been raised 
in one way or another. When one source of 
supply was exhausted another was discovered, 
and very many obligations were inourred. The 
question now presents itself whether these ob- 
ligations can be met. 

How serious a problem this is may be shown 
by a plain statement of fact. Over $33,350,000 
has been expended in the construction of the 
200 or more buildings within the limits of 
Jackson Park. Of this amount the National and 
State Governments have spent over $12,000,- 
000. The United States has appropriated 

_ $2,700,000 for the Government Board and 

National Commission, and $2,500,000 in fifty- 

cent silver pieces for the general purposes of 

the exposition. There have also been received 
from various sources up to May 1 over $1,500,- 

000. 

These receipts amount to about $18,700,000, 
leaving $14,300,000 of the $33,000,000 received 
from other sources. Of the amounts enumer 
ated the fair officials will only have to take into 
account in settling their business at the close of 
the exhibition the $2,500,000 received from the 
United States Government in fifty-cent coins, 
and that only in event of violating the contract 
made with the Government In accepting the ap- 
propriation, which binds them to keep the fair 
closed on Sunday. 

The $14,650,000 which will have to be ac- 
counted for under any circumstances includes 
the following amounts: Six per cent. debenture 
bonds, due Jan. 1, next year, $4,094,500; loan 
from the City of Chicago, secured by bonds, 
$5,000,000; on stock subscriptions, $5,553,760, 
the exact amount being $14,648,260. 

Not counting the interest on, say, in round 
Bpumbers, $15,000,000, the amount which must 
remain in the treasury at the end of the fair, 
after all expenses are paid, is either $15,000,- 
000, or $17,500,000 if the fair is kept open on 
Sundays. 

This does not take into consideration the 
Gaily operating expenses. At the present time 
these expenses aggregate $15,000 daily. It is 
expected that this enormous amount will be 
expended daily during the entire period of 183 
days, not counting Sundays,for which the fair 
Will be open. The Direotory has already taken 
steps to cut this expense down to the lowest 
limit. 

Just now, while exhibits are still arriving 
and installations are going on, much cannot be 
done in this line. But later it ie expected that 
the dally operating expenses will be reduced 
over half. 

The Directory has figured all along that the 
operating expenses would be paid by the re- 
ceipts from the concessions which have been 
granted. In all cases where concessions have 
been granted the exposition has insisted on re- 
ceiving from the concessionnaires from 10 to 75 
per cent. of the gross receipts. The Department 
of Concessions refuses to give out any fig- 
ures, but it is estimated that about 250 con- 
cessions have been granted. 

Some of them are very valuable and others 
Will not bring much money, but, taking the fair 
eflicials at their own estimate, that the re- 
ceipts from concessions will offset the daily 
running expenses. there is still the $15,000,000 
or $17,500,000 to be provided for. 

This can come only from the gate receipts 
The daily gate receipts must aggregate either 
$82,000 or $95,000 In round numbers to cover 
the amount, which means a daily attendance of 
either 164,000 or 190,000 people paying 50 
cents each. 

On the opening day 155,565 people paid to 
get inside the gates. Since then the paid ad- 
missions have fallen off to 10,000 or 20,000 a 
day. It will be seen from this that, even with 
the big attendance of the opening day, the re- 
ceipts were not large enough to come up to 
— must be the average receipts for 183 

ays. 

Butit must not be argued from this that the 
officials wlll not meet all their obligations. in 
the first place none of the Chicago stockholders 
will be disappointed if they do not get any re- 
turn for their subscriptions. They gave with 
the expectation of no return. Of course the 
Directory would like to pay back the subscrip- 
tions in full. 

Then, too, the attendance on the opening day 
or since then is no proof of what it will be later. 
80 many reports had been sent out of the in- 
completeness of the exhibits that fow strangers 
visited Chicago on May 1. The railroads report 
that, all together, they only brought into the 
city 1,000 — from outside Cook County last 
Monday. ost of the strangers who were here, 
bowever, came ahead of time. There were 
probably not 25,000 of these all told. 

The weather now is against a large attend- 
ance. But light attendance now only means 
that during the Summer months there mast be 
&@ daily attendance of 300,000 or 400,000. That 
is a good many people, but it is not among the 
im possibilities. 

in every other respect the fair has been suoc- 
ecessful, anc, with the men still at ite head who 
have so successfully weathered ali the financial 
storms which have thus far arisen. it is ex- 
tremely unlikely that they will fail in the 
attempt to secure the necessary attendance. It 
is, however, rather the biggest undertaking 
these men have had. They cannot make poo- 
ple come to Chicago unless they want to, but 

there is consideravle hypnotism in the biggest 
thing on earth. 





EXTORTION TO BE STOPPED. 


This Is on the Understanding that Pass- 
ing Resolutions Will Do It. 


CuiIcaGo, May 5.—Extortionate charges for 
food at the World’s Fair have been made the 
subject of official action by the Council of Ad- 
@inistration. This action is in the form of a 
resolution adopted to-day as follows: 

Resolved, That it is the unanimous sense of this 
council vbat all concessionnaires enjoying restaurant 
privileges on the greunds at Jackson Park shall be 
required to formulate full and complete schedules of 
prices immediately, and submit the same to the 
Executive Committee of the Worid’s Columbian Ex- 
position for approval, and that when 80 approved 
eaid rates ought to be the measure of lawful charge, 
and should not be thereafter exceeded unless the 
same shall be modified with the assent of said com- 
mittee, and that in every case tho person patronizing 
any restauraut sball be furnished with a slip or bill 
of fare showing the charges to be paid for the sup- 
plies and service rendered. 

In case any one shall be subjected to a charge in 
excess of said approved echedule rates, such person 
is invited and requested immediately te submit a 
written statement thereof to this counoll, so that 
the same may be promptly investigated and the of- 
fending party dealt with as the circumstances sball 
warrant. 

It being the determination of the council that 
the public patronizing the fair shall not be subject- 
ed to any extortion or unjust demand, it desires to 
make its purpose in this behalf clearly understood 
@t once go that the offending parties may be adver- 
tised in advance, It will take, if necessary, most 
summary measures to guard the public against all 
forms of unjust imposition. 

There is some doubt whether the resolution 
willstop the practice of high prices, since one 
of the Executive Committee, to whom is re- 
ferred the matter of reguiating the scale of 
prices, has expressed himself leniently on the 
subject. He thinks that charges which other 
peopie regard as high are reasonable under the 
circumstances. If his colleagues agree with 
him the schedule will be slightly out. if at wl). 

So far the restaurants have not couplied with 
the order, and they may refuse todo so and give 
up their concessions. One of them puts the 
blame where part of it appears to belong. He 
gays: 

% it is more the fault of the exposition com- 
pany thanours that there has been any kick 
over the prices orextertion on the part of 
waiters. instead of considering cutting prices 
we have been seriously considering the idea of 
making an advance. in our work of getting in 
shape we have been handicapped by the ex- 
position company. It receives 25 per cent. 
of the gross receipts, charges us storage room, 
and then compels use to pay 6 cents a hundred to 
getour provisions from the warehouse. It is

beer. 

Three girl typewriters went into the French 
restaurant yesterday and ate a steak, some 
stewed potatoes, and had two caps of tea and 
one cup of cofies, and were returned a check 
for $6.85. They attempted to expostulate with 
the head waiter, but he simply grimaced.

UNIQUE NEWSPAPER EXHIBIT. 


Heads of Journals from All Parts of the 
World Pasted on Walls. 


CHICAGO, May 5.—An exhibit of peculiar in- 
terest to the newspaper fraternity, but of inter- 
est to everybody, if everybody had a chance to 
see it, is that prepared by H. P. Hubbard of 
New-York under the direction of Major Handy. 
It occupies the four walls of a large room in the 
suite in the Administration Building occupied 
by Mr. Handy, and is connected with his pri- 
vate room and barred to the public. It is a col- 
lection of the heads, date lines, and in some 
oases the entire first page of the newspapers of 
the world. 

Its peculiarity is largely due to the arrange- 
ment of the papers in every conceivable figure 
and form, and their classification. The Ger- 
man, Italian, French, and English papers are 
grouped in a novel manner on one wall. Relig- 
ious papers, home papers, trade papers, sport- 
ng papers, &«., are classified, and reclassified 
according to the frequency of their publication, 
whether daily, weekly, or monthly. 

From every quarter of the habitable globe are 
newspapers, printed in all languages, from the 
Times of Ceylon, the Amoy Gazelle, and the 
Shipping Report of Africa to the Persian jour- 
nal Ji Habbar Malti, the South African Farm- 
ers’ Representative, the Bilogo News of Japan, 
and THe New-York Times containing the 
headlines on the death of Gen. Grant. 

Some novel publications are found by one 
who has time to look over the great number of 
journals displayed. Don Chiscatt is a paper 
printed in Bologna, whose headpieces are & 
picture of Don Quixote on his steed Kosinante, 
with lance poised to attack the windmill. La 
Vendetta is an italian journal. 

The designer of the whole queer conceit had 
a humorous streak when under “Ham and 
Eggs,” or ‘The Hog and the Hen,” he pasted 
the Family Friend and again when below the 
picture of Major Handy he placed the Popu- 
tar sducator. The or has decidedly the 
place of honor, since he is surrounded by sev- 
eral historic specimens, among them the Boston 
Gazette of 1770 and the Gazetia Jonia of Corfu, 
printed in 1815. 

Mr. Hubbard does net know how many papers 
his collection comprises, but he thinks there are 
over 5.000. As they are variegated in color 
and differentin size and appearance, the col- 
lection is a remarkable one. 





A NEW KICK EACE DAY. 


The Catalogue Said to be Incomplete and 
Not Selling Well. 


CuHicaGco, May 5.—A chill wind sweptin of 
the lake to-day in the old notorious way it has 
here in Chicago, and the attendance was much 
smaller than on previous days. The Yale and 
Harvard students in blue uniforms who propel 
the wheel chairs had nothing to do, and Horti- 
cultural Hall was thronged because it was warm 
there. 

A new kick develops each day. Now it is the 
catalogue boys, who wear the brightest of red 
uniforms, and are insulted daily by Chicagoans, 
in whose minds anything brilliantly red is as- 
sociated with Anarchists. There are 100 of 
these boys, who are supposed to sell the offi- 
cial catalogue prepared by Major Handy, but 
no one can be found who has seen one of the 
books bought, and, in view of that fact, it is 


not surprising that the boys are ready to strike 


because they were to-day told they would here- 
after be paid only on commission. 

They have heretofore been paid salaries of 
$6 a week each, with the understanding that 
they were to have a commission of 10 per cent. 
on all money received over their salaries. They 
have so far received no commission, and the 
publisher, Conkey, in deciding that he would 
revoke his contract to pay them salaries, is 
anxious to, in effect, pay them nothing. 

The boys say the booke are incomplete, and 
the attendance has been too small to sell them. 
Exhibits which were in place early are said not 
to be indexed, and others are improperly cata- 
logued, and the exhibitors as well as visitors are 
complaining. As Conkeyis making no money, 
he probably will get other boys, who will agree 
to sell the book on commission in return for ad- 
mission to the grounds. 

There is a resolution before the Board of Di- 
rectors to abolish the Catalogue Bureau of the 
Department of Publicity and Promotion. This 
resolution comes at a bad time, according to 
the statements of the men in the bureau, for 
the catalogue is not more than half completed. 
Such leading foreign countries as France, Kus- 
sia, Spain, Mexico, Turkey, New South Wales, 
and many others are entirely omitted. Many 
of the foreign exhibits that are in the catalogue 
are registered in imperfect form, and the work 
must be revised. s 

Even in the case of the United States exhibit 
the catalogue is incomplete, and several thou- 
sand entries have yet ty be made. Several de- 
partments—art, ethnology, forestry, and live 
etock—are not yet out. 





FRANCE SHOWS HER PICTURES. 


Every School is Represented by the Ripest 
Work of Its Masters. 


CHICAGO, May 5.—France lifted the curtain 
to-day from her choicest treasures in Jackson 
Park. All the afternoon the east annex of the 
Palace of Fine Arts was crowded with Frenoh- 
men and their guests, and already, in the minds 
of those who saw it, the ribbon of highest honor 
is pinned upon the breasts of the men who have 
made the French art exhibit a thing of beauty. 

Of the sixteen rooms devoted to the French 
section, fifteen were in perfect order at 2 
o’clock this afternoon, for which hour invita- 
tions had been issued to about 2,000 Chi- 
Oagoans. 

Every school of French art is represented by 
its masters. Especiaily strong is the showing 
of figure pieces, the lifelike and delicate paint- 
ing of flesh tints, for whioh the French are 
famous, attracting universal attention. There 
are many examplos, also, of the weird and un- 
canny work of the Parisian imagination. In 
striking contrast are bits of pastoral landscapes, 
and some portraits, which seemed to speak from 
the canvas. 

Of the 550 paintings displayed many are prize 
winners at former Salons, and hardly one of the 
modern French masters is without an example 
of his ripest art. Never has there come into 
this country from the ateliers of Paris so com- 
plete a collection of French art at its highest 
and best. Two rooms are given up to the dis- 
play of engravings, medallions, and cameos. 
It was a matter of regret that the splendid dis- 
play of soulpture was not all in place. 

The pictures that seemed to elicit the greatest 
amount of praise were the work of Konnat, 
Bougereau, Chartran, Aublet, Adan, Raffaelli, 
Carolus Duran, Jules Bréton, and James Tissot. 
The portraits of Bonnat, eapecially those of 
Lavigerie and Renan, are masterpieces. 

It would be dificult to make a choice among 
Bougereau’s three pictures. “ Holy Women at 
the Tomb,”’ which was in the Salon of 1890, has 
been hung in one of the most prominent posi- 
tions, which leads one to suppose that the 
Commissioners found it worthy of a better 
piace than Bougereau’s two other contributions. 

M. Chartran’s piece of work, the portrait of 
Pope Leo XIIL, is striking. Albert Aublet has 
three pieces, “ Women at the Seashore,” ** Old 
Men,” (Treport,) and **La Féte Dieu,” all good 
specimens of the work of this artist. “ Last 
Kays of the Bun,” by L. E. Adan, was in the 
Salon of 1891. 

Raffaelli, a pupil of Gérome, and who received 
a gold medal at the Paris Exposition of 1889, 
has three pictures, allof which were so many 
centres of attraction. saffaelliis an ebserver, 
and rigorous in his execution, even to brutality. 
This is more especially noticeable when he 
paints the working classes of Paris. 

Carolus Duran is worthy of his masters and 
his sainte. Perbaps be is another Velasquez. 
Léon Perrault, a pupil of Bougereau, hasa most 
delicately executed “Sappho.” Brouillet’s 
portrait of Mile. Dariand, which was in the 
salon of 1888, proves its nuthor to be a colorist 
of vigor, remarkable in his execution, and a 
delicate painter of Parisian elegance. 

The most valuable paintings in the whole ex- 
hibit are certainly those of Jules Bréton. The 
two panels of James Tissot, illustrating four 
epochs in the life of The Prodigal Son, are 
the works of a master. M. Adolpbe Yvon, who 
has been dubbed the painter of mob Govern-

WILL NOT OPEN ON SUNDAY. 


To Open Would Be to Start a Fight with 
the 


National Commission. 


CuIcaGo, May 5.—The fair will not be open 
next Sunday, many statements to the contrary 
notwithstanding. There is only one way by 
which the gates may be opened on that day. 
The National Commission, by virtue of the au- 
thority granted to it by Congress, can only pass 
on legislation proposed by the local Directory. 
The looal Directory has not decided to keep 
open on Sunday. 

It passed a rule at the time Congress appro- 
priated $2,500,000 in silver half dollars, which 
Was a virtual agreement that in return for the 
appropriation the gates should be kept closed. 
It is claimed by some of the Directors that Con- 
gress has violated the azreoment, and that the 
directory is no !onger bound by it, 

The alleged violation consisted in Congress 
taking, by subsequent legislation, over $500,000 
of the $2,500,0V0 and appropriating it to the 
payment of the expenses of awards. If the 
local Directory wants an excuse for Sunday 
opening this is the one which will be taken ad- 
vantage of. A big fight will be the result. 

As svon as the Directory decides to open on 
Sunday its action must zo to the National Com- 
mission for approval. In that body area num- 


ber of able lawyers, who will oppose Sunday 
opening with every possible argument. If the 
Directory should open the gates on Sunday 
without consulting the commission, then the 
lawyers'in that body would pitch into the 
Directory for slighting the National Commis- 
sion. In either event there would be trouble, 
und the Directory does not care to get into a 
fight just now. So the gates will be closed on 
Sunday. 

Monday night, however, they will be open for 
the first time in the evening. The grounds and 
buildings will be brilliantly illuminated, the 
electric fountains will play, and there will be 
music at all the baud stands. There may also 
be tireworks on the lake shore.

WAR SHIPS MADE NO DISPLAY. 


So the Tugs, with Their Crowds, Saluted 
the Liluminated British Fleet. 





If the officers of Her British Majesty’s war 
fleet don’t return to the Queen’s domains after 
last night’s experience with an exalted idea of 
the steam power of the American tug, they will 
certainly write themselves down an unimpres- 
sionable lotof men. It had been generally an- 
nounced that there would be another fine dis- 
play of electrical lighting and fireworks at the 
fleet, and the result was that scores of tugs and 
excursion steamers were pressed into service, 
and when 8 o’clock came the vessels fairly 
swarmed about the upper anchorage. 

All hands kept a sharp lookout for the 'prom- 
ised display which was to be presented by all 
the ships, Amerioan as well as foreign. But the 
only thing in the shape of an exhibition was on 


the four British ships, which were hand- 
somely illuminated with incandescent lights. 
When it became evident that none 
of the other vessela were going ww 
make any Sumer, and that the Britishers, as 
usual, were doing all the entertaining. The 
flotilla of steam vessels clustered about the 
English flagship Blake until the Englishmen on 
board must have come to the conclusion that 
everything with a smokestack in New-York 
Harbor had come out for the occasion. 

Apparently to show their appreciation of the 
homage shown them the sailurmen abeard the 
Blake struck up a rollicking sea song, which 
rolied out over the water in a fine, strong 
volume. When it was concluded one of the 
tugs sent out a screeching whistle, and this was 
the signal for bedlam to break loose in the flo- 
tilla.. Every tug tried to outdo every other tag 
in the matter of noise, and the result must have 
been most amazing to the Englishmen. 

On the Magicienne a fife and drum corps had 
been piping some of the national airs when the 
whistling began, but they were so completely 
drowned out that they didn’t have the heart 
apparently to begin over again. The tugs and 
exoursion steamers floated around the Blake 
until nearly 11 o’clock inspite ofthe fact that 
it had begun torain steadily, but gradually it 
dawned on the exoursionists that there were to 
be no fireworks and search light displays, and 
the boats gradually started down stream to un- 
load their great cargoes of passengers.

The bill, it is said, provides for compensation 
to property holders only in case the proceeding 
for condemnation is terminated in favor of the

SO FRIENDS STOPPED HIS FIGHT 
WITH JOSEPH ARTHUR. 





The 
Fiercely in the Bijou Opera House Base- 


Battle Said to Have Been Waged 


ment—Fought in ‘“ Rough-and-Tumble” 
Style—Said to Have Resulted from Dra- 
matic Author Byrne's Criticism of Dra- 
matic Author Arthur—All Interested Are 


Reticent. 


Joseph Arthur, the author of the plays “Blue 
Jeans” and “Tho Still Alarm,” made his reap- 
pearance on the Upper Rialto yesterday after a 
temporary absence of some days, caused, as it 
is alleged, by painful but not dangerous in- 
juries received in a rough-and-tumble fight with 
Charlie Arthur Byrne, another talented author, 
who wrote the comico opera ** The Isle of Cham- 
pagne.” 

It was a matter of considerable surprise to the 
friends of both gentlemen to learn that they 
had not adhered strictly to the Marguis of 
Queensbury rules, but that they had fought, 
and fought hard at that, after the o]d-fashioned 
and practically obsolete, but decidediy effective 
method, *‘rough and tumble.” 

Both gentlemen, who are known well in the 
theatrical fraternity, are brave as lions. Mr. 
Byrne is a descendant of thuse ancient Britons 
who fought so nobly and bard at Bosworth 
Field and Hastings, and not only inherits their 
courage, but also skill in generalship. Mr. 
Arthur is a descendant of that good old Scotoh- 
Irish stock, whose-pertinacity and endurance 
have a world-wide fame. 

It can, therefore, be readily seen that the 
fight was not only hotly but desperately waged. 
So flercely did it rage, before the bystanders 
separated the twain, that, it is declared that 
enough energy not used in the actual turnings, 
tumblings, and twistings of the fight flew off in 
sparkling molecules to stock an electric-light 
station. 

The trouble began in William Koch's saloon, 
next door to the Bijou Theatre. Mr. Arthur, 
accompanied by George Kehoe, a member of 
his ‘‘ Blue Jeans”’ company, entered the saloon, 
and finding Mr. Byrne there, Mr. Arthur is said 
to have upbraided him for publishing the insinu- 
ation that some of the situations in his plays 
had been borrowed from other authors without 
their consent or knowledge. It is then alleged 
that Mr. Byrne asserted that he was ready to 
back up his criticisms with fight if that was 
what Mr. Arthur wanted. 

Then it is alleged that Mr. Arthur, who is 
smnaller in size than Mr. Byrne, flew into a pas- 


sion and struck a vicious blow at the critic, 
missed him, and, whirling about several times, 
was only prevented from falling to the floor by 
being caught in Ben Teal’s arms. 

“Oh! if you want fight, there is no use of our 
engaging in a common barroom brawl. We will 
go down to the supers’ room in the Bijou and 

ghtit out like respectable gentlemen,” Mr. 
Byrne is alleged to have said. 

The challenge was accepted at once, and, ac- 
——— by Ben Teal, who is staging Litt and 
Davie’s play “* Kentucky”; George Kehoe, and a 
newspaper man, they went around into Sixth 
Avenue and dived dewn into the basement of 
the Bijou Theatre. 

There the fight began indead earnest. The 
men flopped and tumbled around, rubbing the 
whitewash off the walis and the dirt from the 
floor, in regular old-fashioned Tom Hyer and 
Yankee Sullivan atyle. 

Mr. Arthur had lote of pluck and endurance, 
but Mr. Byrne had an uncomfortable way of al- 
ways being ontop, until his weight began to tell 
goon the cartilages thatheld Mr. Arthur’s ribs 
together that Mr. Kehoe and Mr. Teal pulled 
him off and stopped the serimmage. 

it is said that considerable blood was shed. A 
New-YorK Times reporter visited the room 
last night and searched for traces of the blood, 
butif any had been there it had been worn 
away by the shuffiing feet of two score of 
“Texas Steer”’ supers. 

This fight, sanguinary and real, took place 
about one week ago, when Broadway and the 
streets and avenues adjacent were teeming 
with the busy traffic of midday, and not during 
the midnight hour, when the Tenderloin dis- 
trict is supposed to be in the full flush of its 
revels. It was a real tight, and when it 
was over Mr. Byrne, the victor, went 
out on Broadway and modestly boasted 
of his prowess and victory.

their plays adversely. It was a debt he owed 
to the public, and now he had discharged it. 

Mr. Arthur retired after the tight to his 
country residence near Travers Island, where be 
remained in retirement for several days, nurs- 
ing his contused person and his perturbed 
spirit. 

rhe matter has been kept very quiet, and 
those who knew about the affair have had their 
lips sealed. 

Ben Teal was seen at the Gedney House last 
night by a New-YorK TIMES reporter. When 
questioned about the affair he admitted that he 
and Mr. Kehoe were at the fight and that it was 
o rough-and-tumble knock-out tight. Then he 
said: 

* Oh, I cannot tell you anything about it. I 
tried to prevent the fight and called the atten- 
tion of the participants to the fact thatno gen- 
tiemen should fight. I only went into the cellar 
with them to stopit. No, I cannot tell you who 
the spectators were and 1 will not talk fupther 
about the matter.” 

The good-looking and modest young man who 
takes tickets at the Bijou Opera House said: 

“Oh, the fight! Yes, I know about it, but I 
dare not talk. The management of the house 
would not approve of it. See Kelly at the stage 
entrance; he knows all about it.” 

Mr. Kelly was seen, and he denied that there 
had been a fight in his domains. ‘There was 
not a particle of surprise expressed by him 
when he said he knew nothing about it. 

The ticket seller in the box office at the Bijou 
smiled and winked when he said in an answer 
toa — 

** What fight? 
a fight.” 

Frank McKee, the owner of ‘“ The Texas 
Steer,” came in at this moment, and stepping 
up to Press Agent Corbett of the Bijou, said: 

* Has Joe Arthur shown up yet?” 

“ Yes, he got around this afternoon,’ replied 
Mr. Corbett. 

Mr. Corbett was then questioned about the 
fight, but said he didn’t know anything about 
it, and when Frank McKee was approached, he 
laughed quietly and said: 

“The fight! Ob [ don't know anything about 
it, and if I did I would not tell you.” 

The bartender fm William Koch’s saloon said 
with some hesitation. 

“Oh, I wasn't on duty when the quarrel oc- 
curred. [don’t know anything about it.’’

OHIO TOWN IN A OYOLONE. 


Churches and Other Buildings Wrecked 
by the Fast-Moving Storm, 


WILMINGTON, Ohio, May 5.—A terrific 
cyclone struck this city at 3 o’clock this 
afternoon. About noon threatening clouds 
began to gather in the northwest. It rained 
a little at 2 o’clock, and then gave the ap- 
pearance of clearing off, when an ominous 
cloud again appeared on the western 
horizon. 

The cloud attracted light attention, but 
the few who watched it saw another join 
it, and form a rapidly-revolving circle 
which struck here on its western edge and 
traveled directly eastward, taking in the 
busipess portion of the place and leaving 
its wake strewn with débris of all kinds. 

The storm lasted less than a minute, but 
it wrecked vehicles, wires, roofs of all 
kinds, and buildings.

MARYLANDS “LILY WHITES ” 


REPUBLIOANS WHO DRAW THE 
OOLOR LINE IN POLITICS. 





The Dusky Brother is Growing Weary of 
Casting Sixty Per Cent. of the Party 
Vote and Getting Less Than Five Per 
Cent. of the Party Spoils—Significant 
Signs of the Times—Negro Leaders 
Who Advise Their People Against Be- 
ing Clannishly Unanimous, 


BALTIMORE, May 5.—The assoolation that is 
trying to reorganize the Republican Party on a 
white basis in Baltimore is having a stormy 
time of it. 

In the first place, the negroes compose about 
60 per cent. of the strength of the party in 
Maryland, and they are gracelees enough to tell 
the *‘ Lily Whites,” as they facetiously call their 
Caucasian colleagues, that if the latter want 
that sort of an arrangement they had better be 
looking around for votes to take the place of the 
present majority. The negroes will hold ajcon- 
vention to discuss the matter next Tuesday 
evening, and the proceedings promise to tax 
eeverely the parliamentary possibilities of the 
English language. 

This movement is by all odds the boldest ever 
made in the direction of separating the sheep 
from the goats in the Republican Party of the 
South.. In that connection a story is told that 
is worth repeating. A colored clergyman was 
preaching upon the social ostracism of his 
race. 

“Butit’s all right, breddern en sistern; it’s 
allright. Doan’t yer let it spile yer appertite. 
It’s all right. De Bible say—not any ob yer con- 
wentions er polertisherns er ’batin’ s’cieties— 
but de Bible say ‘In do last day de sheep shill 
be seperated trom de goatr, en, bless de words, 
we knows who's got de woul!” 

As affecting the separation process in the 
South, the moral is that the negroes know very 
well who have the votes. 

Of all the Southern States, the negro has prob- 
ably the best show in Maryland. He has no 
trouble in voting, anil very often he gets a 
larger percentage of his vote into the ballot 
boxes than do the white people. He has served 
the Republican Party well, and, while he has 


done moat of the voting, he has got very little 
of the spolls. ‘he federal offices in Maryland 
pay about $1,000,000 in salaries. In no Repub- 
lican Administration have the negroes, ulthough 
they cast two-thirds of the votes, drawn more 
than $50,000 of this $1,000,000, and $5u,000 is 
a@ very liberal estimate. The negroes are nat- 
ural spoilsmen, and this gross disproporton has 
more than once driven them to the point of re- 
bellion. 

In a convention, a few years ago, they voted 
that they were tired of allowing themselves to 
be “ pack mules, sumpters, and dromedaries” 
to the party, to whioh they gave all and from 
which they received ——- Onee previously 
the negroes adopted resolutions from whioh the 
following is taken: ‘‘ In the words of the ii- 
mortal Andrew Jackson, ‘ By the eternal,’ we, 
the colored workingmen, will stump this State 
in our Own interests if these aspirants do not 
seal their pledge of consolidation by stopping 
their recriminations.” It will, therefore, be 
seen how easily the proceedings next Tuesday 
evening may be interesting. 

The white Republicans state their position 
clearly. They say that the Republican party 
did its full duty to the negro race by emanoipat- 
ing itfrom slavery and giving it the right of 
sullrage ; that it has no right to ask social 
equality; that the color question puts the party 
under a disadvantage and keeps alive the sec- 
tional feeling, “thereby rendering the attain- 
ment of success impossible.” Their address 
continues: 

‘*In religious bodies and sacred organizations white 
and colored worship aud assemble in separate 
churohes and meeting places. -No effort is sought to 
be made to alter this mutually agreeable state of 
atfairs. We see no reason why 10 politica] organiza- 
tions the same conditions should not exist. Under 
sucha —_ both white aud colored races would 
be bene 

“Therefore we ask all white Republicans, and all 
who believe in the principles of the Republican 
Party, to unite with us in the formation of white 
Republican clubs. We also ask all colored people 
who are desirous of the success of Republican prin- 
ciples to organize colored clubs. The colored man is 
nota Republican by reason of color, but ought to be 
guided by conscience and a sense of right.” 

Negro sentiment regarding this address is re- 
flected by one of their lawyers here, E. J. War- 
ing, whosays: “It has always been my opin- 
ion that it would inure to the benetit of the 
colored people if they were divided politically. 
Colored men should take these “ lily-white” 
Republicans at their word, and put them on a 
black list of political Bypocrits and Republican 
traitors. If the Democratic Party shall begin 
to show the slightest liberality toward the 
colored race thousands of colored men will go 
from the Republican Party, which is no longer 
generaled by such men as Grant, Sumuer, 
Logan, Morton, and Conkling.”’ 

Most of the colored voters do not express 
themselvesao politely. They strongly object to 
bearing all the odium after being so universally 
“left” on all the offices. The fifty white Repub- 
licans who so far compose this movement have, 
therefore, raised a decidedly big amount of 
trouble. The better classes of Republicans in 
Maryland have nothing to do with the new 
Republican organization, which is aboat as in- 
significant as it possibly could be. 

There is undoubtedly a py conviction 
among Southern Republicans that, if their party 
is to amount to anything, it mustin some way 
get rid of the negro as an equal while retaining

Career of Ellison Capers, D. D., Coadjutor 
to Bishop Howe. 


CHARLESTON, 8. O., May 5.—Ellison Capers, 
D. D., elected Coadjutor Bishop of this diocese 
yesterday, to assist the venerable Bishop Howe, 
now superannuated, represents the Broad 
Church element, and the election occasions gen- 
eral satisfaction among all denominations.

He wentintothe war at the be- 
ginning, pes ny himself on the coast by 
the attack and defeat of the Une Hundredth 
Pennsylvania Regiment near Charleston, and 
afterward went to the Western army, where he 
rose to the rank of Brigadier Generai and was 
wice wounded severely. He was Secretary of 
tate in 1866, and in 1867 was ordained a priest 
in the Episcopal Church. 

He served with extraordinary success at 
Greenville, and latterly at Columbia. He is, 
perhaps, the most universally popular Episco- 
palian in the State, and has many points of re- 
sembiance to Phillips Brooks, including his 
moving and effective oratory. ;

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NEEDS OF) WELLESLEY OOLLEGE. 


Alumnze Make an Appecl for Funds to 
Aid the Institution. 


WRLLESLEY, Mass., May 5.—The present 
condition of Wellesley College, with its great 
opportunities and inadequate means, has 
moved its alumnw to make an effort, by means 
of an appeal, to raise funds for ite more urgent 
necessities, Notwithstanding thé impression of 
Wealth which the visitor naturally receives, 
Wellesley is yet so muoh crippled by lack of 
money that it is unable to meet the demands 
arising from ite almost unparalleled growth 
and from the rapid advance in educational 
methods. 

The college grounds, with the main building 
and ite equipment, Music Hall, Waban and 
Freeman cottages, (all free from incumbrance,) 
are the gift of the founders, Mr. and Mrs. 
Durant, These, however, were left without on- 
dowment, excopt a certain property bequeathed 
in trust, which is not yet available to the Trus- 
tees. 

Mr. Durant expected that, as the college 
proved its worth and as its reputation became 
established, men and women interested in edu- 
cation would come forward as donors and carry 
on the work. The following buildings have al- 
ready been supplied: Stone Hall, the Farns- 
worth Art Building, Norumbega, Wood, Simp- 
son, and Eliot cottages, The library has been 
endowed by the late Prof. Eben N. Horsford of 
Cambridge, whose liberality had also provided a 
drawing room for the Faculty, arranged a4 sys- 
tem of pensions for members of that body who 
had served the college for a stated term of 
years, and duplicated for a portion of the Wel- 
lesley professors the Harvard institution of the 
Sabbatical year. Some thirty scholarships have 
been established. 

Mr. Amos W. Stetson of Boston has bestowed 
a choice collection of modern pictures, and other 
valued gifts have been roceived from time to 
time. Yet the benefactors of Wellesley have 
been few in comparison with her noeds and 
with the response of the public to calls from 
similar institutions—the reason for this state of 
things lying apparently in the general, but er- 
roneous, impression that the college 1s already 
richly endowed. ’ 

In order. to meet the current expenses the 
tuition has thrice been raised, though with re- 
luctance on the partof the Trustecs. It was 
their earnest desire to carry out the founder's 
aim of keeping the tuition as low as pdssible, 
that students of limited resources but with in- 
tellectual aspirations and ability might. find 
the higher education within their reach at 
Wellesley. The difticulty, however, is not yet 
met; the college is not wholly self-supporting. 

In ten years the number of students at Welles- 
ley has doubled, and ite accommodations have 
been taxed to the utmost. The chapel is in- 
adequate; the gymnasium is so small that, not- 
withstanding the importance attached in the 
preseut day to physical culture for women, 
only about one-third of the 700 girls can have 
regular gymnastic drill, and most of the de- 
partments, especially those of science, are in 
need of more room and better equipment. 
Many applicants are turned away every year 
for lack of room. ‘Thero are no funds for build- 
ing new cottages to accommodate those who 
ask for admission and who come well prepared. 
But before any of these calls the alumnz would 
place that for an endowment fund, which would 
establish the college upon a firm financial 
basis. They have presented the following 
specific needs: ‘

GERMAN VESTIBULED TRAINS. 


Comfort Secured for North German Lioyd 
Steamship Company's Passengers. 


The luxurious vestibuled express trains with 
which we are familiar in this country are gradu- 
ally obtaining a footing in the German railway 
systems. The Prussian railway management 
has now constructed a special train of vesti- 
buled saloon carriages, first and second olassa, 
to transport the psussengers from and for the 
New-York express steamers of the North Ger- 
man Lloyd Steamship Company between the 
City of Bremen, and the port of Bremen, Brem- 
erbaven, & distance of about thirty miles. 

This now vestibuled saloon train for passen- 
gore of the North German Lloyd consists of five 
saloon carriages of the first class and five sa- 
loon carriages of the second olass, each built 
after the American plan, with eight axles, and 
provided with vestibule connections between 
the carriages in the same Manner as our vesti- 
buled limited trains. 

These carriages have been furnished in the 
moat luxurious manuer. Every carriage oon- 
tains a saloon finisbed in the finest woods, with 
silk hangings and upholstering, and a number 
of staterooms forsmall parties with toilet ar- 
rangements, &o. 

The progressive epirit of the German railway 
management is siso shown in the additional 
train facilities created between Bremen—tbv 
terminus of the North German Lloyd Steamship 
Company—and the German interior.

CERHANY'S BITTER CONTEST. 


DIVISION ON THE ARMY BILL 
DELAYED UNTIL MONDAY. 





Intense Excitement in the Reichstag—Dep- 
uties Too Uneasy to Remain in Their 
Seats—Caprivi and His Assistants Work- 
ing Hard to Secure Votes—The Oppo- 
sition Admires His Energy, but Remains 
Firm—Many Deputies Going Home so as 
Not to Have to Vote on the Measure. 


BERLIN, May 5.—The excitement in the 
Reichstag surpasses anything witnessed there 
since the last hours before the dissolution on 
the Septennate in 1887. The Government has 
been scurrying hither and thithor for votes and 
the Deputies have been too uneasy to remain 
in the House, The corridors and lobby have 
been thronged with groups in eager couversa- 
tion. The speakers have talked to empty 
benches. 

The confusion has made the whole building 
more like a stook exchange than a chamber of 
logisiation. The common joke has been to in- 
quire: “ Bow is the cattle market now?!’ or 
“Aro votes stronger or weaker 7” 

Chancellor von Caprivi, Freiherr Marschall 
von Bieberstein, Dr. von Boettioher, and their 
assistants and secretaries have left their seats 
and have hastened from group to group, from 
conference to conference, in their final effort to 
rally a majority. Such Ministerial energy has 
rarely been seon. Even the uncompromising 
Opposition acknowledge that they have not be- 
fore witnessed a harder and pluckier fight for 4 
Government measure. 

Freiherr von Huene has not relaxed his ef- 
forts to help the Chancellor, despite the action 
of his party caucus. He appeared in the lobby 
late in the afternoon, holding in his hand tho 
copy ofa new amendment proposed by Major 
Hinze, the dissident Radical At once he was 
the centre of a group of Conservative Deputies, 
upon whom he exhausted his eloquence to 
secure their support of a clause making manda- 
tory a provision for the two-year term for all 
branches of the service. The amendment was 
not received enthusiastically by the Conserva- 
tives. 

A few minutes later Dr. von Bostticher hast- 
ened Into the lobby with a largo group of Con- 
servatives in tow. He, too, was trying to make 
converts to the Hinze amendment. As he 
passed with his following, Herr von Kosciol- 
Kosoielski, leader of the Poles, remarked sneer- 
ingly: 

“There goos Bootticner, offering the bill for 
sale to the highest bidder.” 

The division on the bill has beon deferred. It 
probably will betaken on Monday. The Gov- 
ernment apparently is gaining strength, al- 
though the event of the vote is still uncertain. 
Three Alsacians, who -had proclaimed their in- 
tention to oppose the compromise have left the 
city for home and will not return until after the 
divigion. 

It is already apparent that an important ele- 
ment in the situation is the vote that will not 
be cast atall. Several Radicals have already 
left the city to avoid voting against the bill. 
Late this afternoon there was a xrowing feeling 
that Chancellor von Caprivi would win. Young 
otlicers and sporting men were offering odds 
that the amended hill would be passed to-night. 

The bitterness of the opposition Clericals in- 
creases hourly. The leader of the Bavarian 


Clericuls said this afternoon that if the bill 
should be passed with the assistance of the 


summon immediately a caucus in Regensbure. 
They would there deolare their secession from 
the Clerical Party and establish a political or- 
ganization of Bavarian Clericals, who would co- 
operate with the Wiirtembergers, Alsacians, 
Weastphalians, Rbinelanders, and friendly Prus- 
sians to resist the overreaching projects of 
militarism. J 

Editor Sigl, the Munich Pruselan hater, de- 
clares in his Vuterland that Prussia is laying up 
trouble for herself by her reckless insistence in 
the matter of the Army bill. Her relations to 
Bavaria and others of the Federal States, he 
says, have yet to stand the ordeal of tire. Few 
persons could doubt, In view of her present 
cours. oe the next war woald be ipwnere to 
make her the -supr. ‘ by ermany.

EVILS OF PELAGIC SEALING. 


Mr. Coudert Continues His Argument in the 
Bering Sea Case. 


Panis, May 5.—Mr. F. R. Coudert of counsel 
for the United States continued his argument 
before the Bering Sea Tribunal of Arbitration 
to-day. 

Mr, Coudert read from the American case to 
show the habits of the seals, and asserted that 
if a mother seal was killed her pup would in- 
evitably perish by starvation, as the seal 
mothers would nurse only thelr own pups. 
After a few days’ nursing her pup, the cow 
was compelled to seek food in order to pro- 
vide sufticient nourishment for her offepriag, 
and she undoubtedly went from 100 to 200 
miles from the rookeries on these feeding ex- 
cursions. Since the nursing mothers traveled 
thie distance seaward to seek food, returning 
after obtaining the food, it was difficult to speak 
patiently of the British proposal that a twenty- 
mile limit;would be sufficient for the protection 
of the female seals. i 

Mr. Coudert next road that portion of the 
American case relating to the methods ei- 
ployed in taking the seals at the Pribilof 
Islands, and the results of these practices upon 
the herd. A herd of seals was as capable of be 
ing driven, separated, and counted as a herd of 
cattle on the plains. According to the evidence 
of one witness, ‘They are as controllable and 
amenable to good management upon thé islands 
as sheep and cattle.” This power of domestica- 
tion made it possible to discriminate most care- 
fully between the classes of gals killed and to 
enforce rules and reguiations for the goneral 
management of the herd. 

Baron de Courcel, President of the tribunal, 
inquired whether the branding of seals was 
practiced. 

Mr. Coudert replied that he presumed it was 
not. What good would it be? he asked It 
would be no protection against pelagic maraud- 
ers, who on American soil would be hanged 
without trial. There was no difference between 
seals going to the sea for food and cattle going 
out on the prairies for food. 

In reply to Lord Hannen, one of the British 
arbitrators, Mr. Coudert prefaced his examina- 
tion of the management of thé seal islands with 
ap argument in which he contended that tbe 
arbitrators could not make any regulatioua as 
to Bering Sea conditional as to what should be 
done on the Islands owned by the United States. 
The United States would not allow anybody to 
interfere with the maragement of the property 
of the United States. The regulations in force 
on the Pribilof Islands provided every possible 
precaution for the preservation of the seals. 
Dogs were not allowed on the islands, and evou 
smoking was forbidden. 

The latter statement caused a good deal of 
merriment and banter on the part of the mem- 
bers of tho tribunal and the counsel present. 

Mr. Coudert asserted that pelagic sealing had 
not lessened since the modus vivendi was 
agreed upon between Great Britain and the 
United States. The pelagic seal hunters now 
caught the seal in the ocean outside of Bering 
Sen, where they found the chase equally profit- 
able. Consequently, it was necessary to estab- 
leh regulations as to seal hunting iu the North 
Pacitioc also, and 80 stamp out pelagic sealing. 





HOME RULE INSTRUCTIONS 


Thrown Out by the Speaker—Th:e Opposi- 
tion’s Programme. 


Lonpon, May 5.--In the House of Commons 
to-day the Right Hon. A. J. Balfour asked the 
Speaker to state his views regarding the thir- 
teen instructions to the committee about the 
Home Buile bill which were standing on the 
paper. 

The Speaker declarod that the instructions 
were all out of order, excepting that offered by 
Mr. T. Gibson Bowles, Conservative, proposing 
thatthe Home Rule bill should be separated, 
and the part relating to Irish representation 
in the Imperial Parliament made a distinct bill. 

The rejection of the instructions Was a great 
surprise to the House. Most of the thirteen had 


been prepared by the most practiced pariia- 
mentarians and there had been no general 
doubt as to their being in order. 

The Opposition immediately met in the com- 
mittee room to decide upon a united course of 


pisces, Mr. Chamberlain gave notice that on 
onday he would ask Mr. Gladstone whether 
or not the Government intended to adhore to 
Clause 9 of the Home Rule bill. This concerns 
Irish representation at Westminster, whioh is to 
be reduced to &0 members by the bill as it 
stands, but to be left intact, or with 103 mem- 
bers, according to a Parnellite amendment. 

Sir Charles Dilke, Radical, moved that the 
power of appointing county magistrates be 
transferred from the Lords to the Lorda Lieu- 
tenant. John Dillon, anti-Parnellite, support- 
ed the motion. The present system of appoint- 
ing, he said, was at the root of Irish discontent 
and the aoe for homerule, The motion 
was carried by a vote of 203 to 240.

GRAVE OHARGES BY IMMIGRANTS. 


They Say Edam’s Officers Did Not Report 
a Death from a Contagious Disease. 


Tf the story told by Jacob Zaaler and Abra-

MES, KORN TRIES TO KILL HER 
CHILDREN AND HERSELF. 


Frenzied Act of a Mother Mentally De- 
ranged by Illness—Forced Her Boy and 
Girl to Swallow Phosphorus Paste, Then 
Discharged a Revolver at Them and at 
Herself—Florence is Dead, but the Mother 
and Edwin Will Recover—A Hastily- 
Written Last Message. 


In & spacious, well-farnished flat on the third 
floor of 101 West Sixty-eighth Street, with 
wealthy and well-known people for her immo- 
diate neighbors, Mra. Fannie Korn, abont 1:30 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, administered pol- 
800 to her children, Edwin, eleven years old, 
and Florence, five years hia junior. Then she 


shot them and herself with a twenty-two-calibre 
revolver. 


The little girl diedin Roosevelt Hospital three 
honrs afterward. The mother and the boy will 
probably recover. 

From the dining room, in which the tragedy 
ocourred, one can look upon. the roof of the 
Twenty-second Regiment's Armory. 

On the table in the ufiddie of the reom Police 
Captain Elbert O. Smith found the following 
letter, written with a pencil, unpunctuated, and 
evidently dashed off under high nervous tension. 

NEW-YORK, May 5, 1893.

“Suddenly I 
heard screams, and thé boy Edwin, who is big 
and active for his years, dashed into my apart 
ments, exclaiming, ‘I’m shot! I’m killed !’ 
“T asked him who did it, and he answered 
that he would nevertelL Ho was wounded in 


the leg. Leaving him on the sofa in my front 
room. I went out and found Patrolman Me- 
Grath, and we went up to Mra. Korn’s apart- 
ment. She wae standing inside the dining 

— she said to us: ‘Now, I have 


** Pretty little Florence iay on the lounge, with 
her pale face framed in her dark golden hair. I 
caught her yp and ran with her to the police 
station, two biocks away. A patrolman sron 
brought the boy there also. I went back to the 
house with Capt. Smith, who sent out an ambu- 
lance call. Then the mother and the childrea 
were taken to Roosevelt Hospital. When I was 
carrying the little girl, I noticed that her 
breath came out like smoke and smels like 
matches. 

“ It is only a few weeks,” continued the jani- 
tor, “since the family came over here from 
Brooklyn. They paid a good rent and lived 
well They kept no servant and took most of 
their meals oui, but Mrs. Korn had a woman 
several days a week to do the rough work of the 
household.”

“ Deeming the drug too slow in its operation, 
she seized the pistol and shot Edwin m the leg. 
He ran away and the frenzied motier inflicted a 
fatal wound on her pretty little daughter, and 
then sent a bullet into herown left side. This 
last missile was deflected by the ninth rib, I am 
told, and the injury is not serious. 

** When I tirst saw Mrs. Korn, the front of her 
morning robe was open and some blood marks 
were visible on the underclothing. Every mo- 
tion was painful to her, yet she nerved herself 
to walk down stairs with me to the ambalance. 
I think the woman’s mind was unbalanced br 
illness. Beside the pistol and the letter on the 
dining-room table I found two five-dollar bills 
wrapped in a bit of paper.”

Ryan,.“*and Korn came tearing in here 
frantically. When he heard that the wife and 
children had been taken to the hospital, he 

dashed away again like a crazy man before I 
could summon the Captain from his room.” 

After making inquiries at the hospital Mr. 
Korn disappeared. Up to a late hour he had 
not returned to his home. Heis said to hare a 
grown-up daughter, but her residence could not 
be ascertained last evening. He ja about forty- 
five years of age, of medium height, with a 
slight stoop of the shoulders, and does not 
speak English fluentiy. 

Notwithstanding the somewhat incoherent 
accusations in the letter left by Mrs. Korn, the 
neighbors say that her husband’s conduct was 
irreproachable. Whenever he came home late 
in the evening, he brought some dainty for the 
wife aud children. He frequently pre 
the breakfast, the only meal that was cooked at 
home exeept on Sundays. They seemed to have 
an abundance of money, and lived very com- 
fortably. 

One gossip said that Mrs. Korn’s faculties had 
been warped by her illness, and that she be- 
came jealous of her husband to such an extent 
that she would not tolerate the presence of a 
domestic in the house. The general impression 
among the neighbors is that Korn’s illness 
temporarily demented her. he

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THE SQUALL IN WALL STREET 


SPENDS ITS FORCE. 


AVide Fluctuations 
Market with Prices Materially Higher 
—S. Ve White & Co. and Two Other 
Houses Suspend—Large Buying by For- 
eigners and a Collapse in the Foreign 
Exchange Market—It Looks as if Gold 
Shipments Were Over for the Season. - 


New-York } 
Frrpay, May 5—P. M. 

The squall in Wall Street apparently 
spentits force this morning on the an- 
nouncement of the suspension of Mr, 8. V. 
White. For ten minutes after the opening, 
prices were considerably higher, The an- 
nouncement that the Cordage Company 
had been placed in the hands of receivers 
had very little effect, for the event had 
been anticipated yesterday afternoon. The 
stock opened anywhere between 19 and 21 
and then slowly sank back to 15142, From 
that it rallied to 22 and closed at 2119, a 
net gain of 14 points. The dealings in the 
stock were only 43,760 shares, against 
132,810 shares yesterday. And thus the 
great Cordage collapse of 1893 came to an 
end. 

Soon after the opening ramors of the 
coming of an important failure became 
rife, and they checked the advance. Sugar, 
Manhattan, General Electric, and Chicago 
Gas all developed great weakness and 
broke wide open. General Electric de- 
clined 26 points, to 58, sugar 24 points, to 
62, Chicago Gas 1514 points, to 59, and 
Manhattan 151, points, to 115. These were 
the lowest prices made during the dayand 
they were recorded before the announce- 
ment of the suspension of 8. V. White & 
Co. Immediately following that incident 
priees rallied sharply, and within two 
hours most of the early losses had been re- 
covered. There was some slight further 
depression about 2 o’clock, but after that 
prices rallied, and in the final trading the 
market was quite budyant. In addition to 
the White suspension two other Stock Ex- 
change houses announced their inability 
to meet their engagements, but they were 
unimportant, 

The day will be long remembered as one 
of wide fluctuations. The range covered 
in the industrial stocks was:

Of the stocks which are changed as much 
as % of a point as the result of the day’s 
trading, forty-one show improvements ex- 
tending to as much as 5 pointsand twenty- 
one declined. At the close the improved 
feeling in the Board Room was well illus- 
trated by the hearty cheering which the 
brokers indulged in when the gong sounded. 
It was the general sentiment that the 
worst had been experienced. 

In all the racket the railway stocks stood 
very tirm, considering the wide fluctua- 
tions in the industrials. Big Four moved 
within 7 points, Rock Island within 5, 
Burlingten within 44, Missouri Pacific 
within 4, New-England within 3%, Chesa- 
peake and Ohio within 35, St. Paul within 
3%, Lackawanna within 2%, Atchison and 
Louisville and Nashville within 2, and all 
other stocks which were at all active with- 
in a narrower range. Moreover. all the 
stocks named closed from a fraction to 2 
points higher than yesterday. 

London continued to be a good buyer of 
international stocks, the purchases for that 
account being estimated at 30,000 shares. 
This is the third day that the foreigners 
have been free purchasers, and with what 
they have been picking -up since the ist 
of the month it is fair to presume that they 
have taken in ail in that line not less than 
100,000 shares. This at par would repre- 
sent $10,000,000, but the average of prices 
is undoubtedly somewhat below that point. 
A conservative estimate would perhaps be 
$7,560,000, and by that amount isthe de- 
mand for gold lessened. These purchases 
have caused the foreign exchange market 
te become demoralized. 

The course of the foreign exchange mar- 
ket to-day is one of the most encouraging 
features in the situation. London is buy- 
ing not only our stocks, but is taking a 
fair quantity of wheat. Supplies of both 
have been very low for a long time, as this 
market had to take all that was thrown 
over as the consequence of the Baring 
crash. London was therefore in good posi- 
tion to buy at the critical moment. When 


the fright occurred recently about the re- 


demption of Treasury notes and there was 
a rush for gold, actual rates rose to 
$4.8915. When it subsided on President 
Cleveland’s declaration the rate fell away 
to $4.881y, gold going out, however, all the 
time. ‘l'o-day the rate fell as low as 4.85%, 
closing at $4.86. The market was filled 
with bills drawn against the purchases of 
stocks for Europe. There were also some 
grain bills, acouple of millions of bushels 
of wheat having been taken. One re- 
mitter bought this morning £300,000 of 
2xchange all from the arbitrage houses, 
which shows how they have been buying 
on foreign account. Of course, this puts 
shipments of gold out of the question for 
the time being, and it is barely possible 
that the last shipments have been made 
for the season.

Svecial Cublegram to the New-York Times, 
Lonvon, May 5,—"* New-York’s necessity 
is London’s opportunity” was the senti- 


| ment upon which the Stock Exchange 


worked to-day, and American shares ruled 
above parity all through the session, the 
feature béing the lack of sellers, while 
large buying orders were on the market 
from New-York, the Continent, the prov- 
inces, and from local investors.

Lieblipezak wanted also to go into milk farm- 
ing and took a fanoy to his neighbor’s holding. 
He was rich, and when he offered the Inandlerd 
1,400 rubles for the place Koppolowitz was 
ejected and Lieblipezak became his suceessor. 
Ko lowitz was @ good buyer of cattle, and 
Lieblipezak engaged him to help him in buying 
at a neighboring fair. 

They started off together, and while traveling 
along @ sparsely-settled country read Kop- 
polowitz begau to berate his companion for 
taking hie farm away from him. Lieblipezak 
anewered by spitting in his acouser’s face. 

Then followed a scuffle, in which Liebltpezak 
struck Koppolowitz with the butt end of a 
whip.

WANT THE DUELS FOR BLOOD.

It will also prescribe that 
the affair cannot be ended until one of the prin- 
cipals is wounded. 

Tt is believed that such a law will do more 
toward suppressing duels in Mexivo than if the 
present law imposing penalties for the offenders 
were continued.

sion is to be reached the situation rust be keptclear 
of unnecessary complications.

First—The rights of the company and of the city 
"with respect to the existing lines and compensation 
which the compeny shall y and the city receive 
have been settied by the Legislature by the acts 
under which said existing lives were built, and itis 
an unnecessary embarrassment of the problem of 
providing additional rapid twansit to iaject into the 
matter a revision of the existing covtracts between 
the company and the city.

The ad- 
vantages are all on the side of the clty; $42,000,000 
and over will be expended in the new construction, 
which becomes at once taxabie. The increased capi- 
talization of the company also becomes at once taxa- 
ble. Ifthe $30,000,000 approximately needed for 
this enterprise bas to be raised by @ bond and mort- 
age, or to be contributed from the pockets of the 
stockholders, what claim has the city to precedence 
of compensation over either the bondholder or stook- 
holder whose money has built the extensions? 
The effect of the extensions will be to promote the 
settioment and dovelopmentof tne new and com- 
paratively undeveloped regions reached by the ex- 
tended lines, thus adding enormously to the taxable 
valuations of the city; aud what does the city give 
to the company! Absolutely gory s It has no 
right of way to give; the right of way belongs to the 
abutter, and the company will have to arrange with 
him for it. The city has no proprietary rights. in the 
streets. [t has slmplyaveto.

Army Medical Officers Must Be Examined 
for Promotion. 


WASHINGTON, May 5.—Army medical officers 
must be examined for promotion hereafter the 
Same as other officers. Under the practice it 
has been possible to promote a medical oflicer 
if he had ever been examined. Officers of the 
corps have always been examined for promo- 
tion, and the examination began long before 
the system was thought of for the army in gen- 
eral. When a board was ordered to convene for 
the examination of an officer of the Medical 
Corps all other officers in the neighborhood wero 


ordered before the board, and the examination 
held then qualified the officers for promotion, 
although, in many cases, the time for advance- 
ment was many years distant. 

It seemed ludicrous to Secretary Lamont that 
an officer who had been examined fifteen years 
ago could be promesea to-day on the result of 
the previous inguiry. There is now before an 
examining board & medical officer who was ex- 
amined nearly twenty years ago and was about 
to be promoted without an inquiry into his 
pene ability.

TO TEST THE EXOLUSION AOT. 


Chinamen to be Arraigned to Make a Case 
for the United States Supreme Court. 





According to a programme arranged yester- 
day three Chinamen will be arraigned as prise 
onersin the United States Circuit Court this 
morning, the cases made out against them bo- 
ing designed to test the vonstitutionality of the 
Chinese exclusion law, which was to have be- 
come operative yesterday. 

The law requires that all Chiuamen must be 
registered and in possession of certificates 
showing their right to be within the limits of the 
United States, on or before May 5. 

It is proposed to take two of the prisoners be- 
fore Judge Addison Brown in the District 
Court, sitting asa Circuit Court Judge. They 
will be represented by Lawyers Joseph H. 
Choate, J. Hubley Ashton, and Thomas D. 
Riordan. 

United States District Attorney Mitchell will 
request that Judge Brown issue an order for 
the doportation of the Chinamen. This will be 


done, and the three lawyers will then apply to 
Judge Lacombe of the Circuit Court in habeas 
corpus proceedings. These will be dismissed 
and the prisoners remanded in the custody of 
United States Marshal Jacobus. 

he third prisoner will be taken in a direct 
proceeding before Judge Lacombe and re- 
manded. 

All the cases will go to the United States Su- 
preme Court next week and a decision will be 
made in ten days or two weeks.

MANY CHILDREN MADE HAPPY 


NEARLY TWO THOUSAND OF THEM 
AT THE FLOWER SHOW. 





Pupils in, the Industrial Schools of the 
Children’s Aid Society Guests of the 
Kindergarten and Potted-Plant Asso- 
ciation—Even Uninvited Otto Siegel Got 
In—Talked to About Plants, Heard 
Music, and Each Ohild Went Home 
with a Growing Slip. 


The Spring Flower Show’s fortunes took a 
great leap ahead yesterday, when the bright 
eunshkine and exhilarating air tempted twice as 
many persons into the big Garden as had vent- 
ured out in the rain earlier in the week. Yos- 
terday’s programme had more features of special 
interest than before, and as soon as the doors 
Were opened the people began to fill the big 


floor. 

It was, tirst of all, children’s day at the show, 
and that feature wag most interesting to a major- 
ity of thevisitors, More than 1,500 ehildren from 
the various industrial schools of the Children’s 
Aid Society had been invited by the management 
of the Flower Show to come to the Garden yester- 
day, and ‘they allcame. Each child was to re- 
ceive a cutting to take home and. care for dur- 
ing the Bammer, and at the Chrysanthemum 
Show next Autumn, prizes are to be given to 
those children whose plants have thrived best 
and show evidences of most careful cultivation. 

The boys and girls were first entertained in 
the concert hall by short speeches and musio 
by the juvenile band of the Hebrew Orphan 
Asylum, and they began to crowd about the 
entrance before 1 o’clock, although the time set 
for their assembiing was half an hour later. 

They didn’t all get marshated in and seated 
before 2 o'clock. Each detachment was led by 
one or more of the women teachers in the 
schools, who showed good generalship in de- 
ploying’their forces through the devious ways 
of approach to the concert hall and finally 
massing them in the seate upon the floor and 
in the galleries. 

After nearly all had got seated and the exer- 
cises were about to begin, a negro porter from 
one of the elevated railroad stations appeared 
in the lobby of the concert hall, leading by the 
hand a very small boy with a downtrodden ex- 
pression and a pair of trousers much worn 
at the knees. The guardian told Mr. Gottschalk, 
the Secretary of the Flower Show, that this 
youngster had got separated from his school, 
and that he had brought him over to find his 
place in the ranks. So Mr. Gottschalk led him 

‘upon the platform amd proclaimed his woes. 
Immediately, amid a rustie of laughter, a 
teacher arose and said she would look out for 
him, and the boy was thereupon given into her 
charge. Then it transpired that the boy was a 
youngsternamed Otto Siegel, from the Second 
Street Industrial School, and that he was pos 
peased of highly independent and progressive 
ideas). He had only been an attendant for two 
days at the school, and, inasmuch as the school 
‘was crowded, he had been told he could not go 
with the others to the Gerden. 

He had started out, notwithstanding, and had 
been sent back twice. Then he waited and 
boarded the next:train to that which his com- 
rades bad taken. When he got to Twenty-eighth 
Street, where he knew the company had left 
the train, he got out, too, and told his tale of 
‘woe to the gateman, who sent the porter with 
aed on to the Garden.

With = 
band at their head, they marobed élowly along, 
the watchful teachers looking closely to the 
steps of the children, some of whom were so lit- 
tie that they simply tottered along. Rounds 
man McNally, in charge of twenty patrolmen, 
was at the head of the last long flight of stairs, 
and he stationed his men all down the staircase, 
where they steadied the youngsters and helped 
them down.

BIG BARBETTE FOR THE MAINE. 
Heavy Armor and Other Fittings Ready 
for the Battle Ship. 


BETHLEHEM, Penn,, May 5.—There has been 
completed at the Bethlehem Iron Works the 
largest and most powerful barbette thus far 
made for the modern United States Navy. It is 
the aft barbette for the battle ship Maine. 

The plates, which were all made during the 

past few months, have been set up to be fitted, 
and to-day the barbette appeared as it will be 
scen on the Maine. It is a frowning piece of 
naval architecture. To-morrow it will be taken 
apart and shippea to the navy yard in Brook- 
iyn. 
The barbette is an innovation in size and 
shape A plane, composed of flat plates, inter. 
sects the cylinder and made it far more difficult 
to construct than any turned out heretofore. 
The barbette is 1149 feet high with an inside 
diameter of 25 feét 4 inches. The armor 18 12 
inches thick of nickel steel. 

The circle of the barbette is composed of nine 
plates, in addition to which there are two plates 
to close up the cutof the intersecting plane. 
Bix of the nine plates forming the circle are 
whole. The other three are cut into by the 
plane. The plane intersects the cylinder half 
Way up the barbette at an angle of avout 45°, 

The three plates into which the plane extends 
had to be machined off into proper shape. Of 
the middle one, where the cut-off begins, nearly 
or quite half had to be worked away. ‘ 

The two plane plates that fit into the inter- : 
section are 10 inches thick and weigh about 
15,000 pounds a piece. Their shape in effect is 
triangular, with the hypothenuse rounded off 
into a quarter circle. A great amount of extra 
work was necessary on the pilates, which fit as 
accurately as the mechanism of & watch, The 
extra work was expended so that the guns 
which the barbette will protect shall have a 
greater range and can be used with more tell- 
ing effect. 

The total weight of the barbette is 208 tons. 
It has already been accepted by tho naval board 
in consequence of a successful ballistic test at 
the Redington Proving Grounds several months 

0. 
we soon as the barbette is out of the conetruc- 
tion shop the forward barbette of the Maine, 
which is already finished, will be set up and 
fitted. Ivis the counterpart of the aft barbette 
except that the intersecting plane is larger and 
more complicated. The turrets which re- 
yolve on these barbettes will be of eight-inch 
plates, 4 feet 6 inches high. 

The heavy eide armor for the Maine is also 
nearly finished. It will consist of twenty 
twelve-inch nickel-steel plates, which will make 
a belt of armor 19 feet long on both etar- 
hoard apd port sides of the battle ship. All 
this armor will go very shortly, and the total 
weight of the shipments for the Maine that will 
be sent from here during the next month will 
be 1,200 tons, worth in the neighborhood of 


$750,000. 
LIEUT. WILLIAMS’S TRIALS. 


The War Department’s Letters Ignored by 
the Officer. 





WASHINGTON, May 5.—Another army officer is 
to be tried by court-martial Lieut. William M. 
Williams of the Nineteenth Infantry is the ac- 
oused officer, and this is the second time he has 
been subjected to trial He is stationed at Fort 
Wayne, Mich. where the court will meet May 
16. 

Lately many complaints to the effect that 
Lieut. Williams failed to pay his bills have 
reached the War Department. The depart 
ment people forwarded the complaints to the 
officer and asked that he explain his conduct, 
and repeated letters addressed to Lieut. Will- 
jams have elicited no reply. As no attention 
was paid to the official correspondence by 
Lieut. Williams, he will now be tried for the in- 
difference he has shown toward his creditors 
and the careless manner in which he has 
treated departmental inquiries. The previous 


court, which tried him on similar charges, 
found him guilty and sentenced him 40 dis- 
missal trom the service, but the sentence was 
reduced to suspension.

A Bit of Naval Economy Suggested by 
Mare Island Investigations. 


WASHINGTON, May 5.—The Seeretary of the 
Navy has decided to cut down the expenditares 
for travel of officers of the navy. He believes 
that there isa good deal more moving about 
among naval officers than the: circumstances 
warrant. 

The condition of affairs at the Mare Island 
Navy Yard suggested the possibility of economy 
generally. Itis found that a large number of 
otficers secure authority from the commanding 
officer of the Pacific coast yard to visit San 
Francisco, which is some distance from the 
yard. The authority is given on the ground 
that there are purchases to bo made for the 
service, and it appeared that nearly everybody 
at Mare Island was engaged in selecting goods 


for the Government, nee in store at the neigh- 
boring city, The order has gone out that there 
must be greater care in allowing officers to go 
about ander authority which carries with it 
travel pay. 

At Mare Island hereafter the purchases must 
bé made more in bulk than appears to be now 
the case, and one officer, who goes less frequent- 
ly to the city, must make purchases of a list of 
articles. This will prevent the constant run- 
ning to San Francisco by officers who have se- 
oured official comwmissions to execute.

LaNsInG, Mich, May 5.—The Michigan citizen 
who gets drunk after Senator Turnbull's bill 
becomes a law, and it passed the Senate yester

Justices of the Peace 
and Police Judges sare empowered to sentence 
drankards to the institution. x
